A disposition has been shown in some 
quarters to question the probity of the 
appraiser’s department through which 
the 


alleged undertest opium was 
passed as up tothe standard. In 
fact it is intimated that undue in- 


fluence was brought to bear to secure 
its through that branch of 
the customs department. There are 
several good reasons for questioning 
the accuracy of such statements. In 
the first place the opium was, if we are 
rightly informed, originally sold at 
about a dollar a pound more than the 
present market rates, and the consignee 
would therefore have required a very 
small excuse for rejecting it, and might 
even have felt it his duty to call the 
examiner's particular attention to its 
morphia strength, in the event that it 
had passed the inspection of that officer. 
But if the examiner’s duties are prop- 
erly performed, and we have no reason 
to doubt itin this case, the drug could 
not have gone through. The appraiser's 
are directed by law to use the pharma- 
copoeia test for the examination of 
opium, but as this is held to be 
faulty by the officer at this port, the 
rule of the Treasury Department was 
modified three years ago, permitting 
the examiner at New York to use 
his own judgment, and Squibb’s test 
was selected as the most reliable. This 
was a wise provision as at least three- 
fifths of the opium consumed in this 
country is entered at New York, and 
the most accurate test is a prime neces- 
sity. It would therefore be a difficult 
if not an impossible matter, for under- 
test opium to pass the appraisers’ 
office if this test were applied. As the 
pharmacopeia test is still used by the 
examiners at other ports, it is possible 
that opium ‘testing than 
the nine per cent. of morphia re- 
quired by law may have come 
into the market through the is- 
take of one of these, but we would 
not like to assert the probability of 
such a contingency.

Recent advices from London 
state that the question of the supply of 
Russian oil is the key to the petroleum 
situation of Europe. Should the sup- 
ply of Russian oil coming forward show 
an important increase the price of pe- 
troleum will remain low whatever the 
price of oil may be here. The supply 
of Russian oil is dependent upon the 
means of transport across the Caucas- 
us, fromthe oil refineries at Baku, to 
the ports of shipment on the Black Sea, 
and also upon the facilities that exist 
for its conveyance from the ports of 
shipment. At present the transport ar- 
rangements from the Caspian Sea to 
the Black Sea are very unsatisfactory, 
andonly alimited quantity of oil can 
be conveyed, and as the pipe lines now 
in course of construction cannot be 
completed this year, there does not ap- 
pear to beany likelihood of Europe be- 
ing flooded with Russian oil. There is 
no doubt, however, that the amount 
can be increased to an extent which 
will prevent the necessity of taking Am- 
erican oil at a price far in excess of 
what is at present being paid. The in- 
roads made by Russian oil on our trade 
isshown by the exports. There has 
been an increase of axports of about 
two per cent. during the first three 
months of the present year as compar- 
ed with the same period in 1887, while 
the increase in consumption is estimat- 
ed to amount to over ten per cent. 
Russian oil sold in the European 
markets at an average of one-half pen- 
ny per imperial gallon below the price 
ruling for American oil, and this isa 
matter of vital importance, as petrole- 
um is the poor man’s light, and the 
bulk of the consumption is by the 
masses, the laboring classes of Europe. 
The situation is an interesting one.

A CREDIT BUREAU FOR DRUGGISTS 

Through the instrumentality of the 
Philadelphia Drug Exchange, a Credit 
Bureau has been established among 
the wholesale druggists of that city 
similar to the plan observed by the 
local trade clubs. In a circular direct- 
ing attention to the fact and inviting 
co-operation, an inducement is held 
out in the matter of cost which it is 
said ‘twill not exeeed ten dollars per 
annuin, if a sufficient number of sub- 
scribers are obtained.” How they ex- 
pect to pay the salaries of one or two 


clerks, office rent, printing blank 
forms, detective service and many 
other incidental expenses with the 


limit named, isa problem which only 
experience can solve. If it is desired 
to have complete and reliable informa- 
tion furnished concerning the obliga- 
tions of debtors in general and their 
ability to meet them, more money will 
be found necessary to balanee the ex- 
pense account, but if the subseribers 
only desire benefit from the local sys- 
tem of black-listing, that amount may 
suffice. It is impossible and simply ab- 
surd to think that any trade organiza- 
tion could command the patronage or 
acquire the knowledge obtained by the 
nereantile agencies, as it has taken a 
lifetime of dilligent and _ persistent 
work to place them on their pre- 
sent substantial footing. Aecura- 
the chief consideration in dif-

and this will prove a serious obstacle 
to the suecess of local enterprises, as 
they are conducted on a cheap basis 
and consequently superintended by in- 
competent men. The Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation has a wider scope of usefulness 
in thisrespect by organizing a credit 
bureau on a liberal footing and requir- 
ing an assessment of $150 per year from 
each member, which is about the same 
amount paid to the regular agencies. 
The latter are patronized as usual by 
the jewellers, being furnished with ex- 
elusive information which cannot be 
obtained from any other source. They 
are satisfied to pay both concerns to be 
protected from dead beats, and the 
co-operative scheme has saved them 
from ineurring many bad debts. The 
Credit Bureaus are probably a neces- 
sary auxiliary to the mercantile agen- 
cies, but unless a more liberal spirit is 
manifested in the support of such in- 
stitutions, their usefulness will be short- 
lived.

THE CINCHONA BUGBEAR. 


The popular impression that Java 
would flood the market during this 
year and next with high test cinchona 
bark, has been dispelled by patient and 
thorough investigation. It will be re- 
membered that reports were circulated 
relative to the extraordinary advance 
made by Java planters, how they pro- 
posed to control the bark industry and 
revolutionize trade by shipping bark 
next year testing eight to ten per cent. 
from ordinary cultivation. 1t transpires 
that this picture of Java’s remarkable 
progress was painted fora purpose. The 
scheme was to scare the holders and 
growers of bark in Ceylon and influence 
them to rush all their product into the 
market before the expected deluge from 
Java, and by selling at any price, bring 
about the result so much desired by 
those interested in the scheme. This 
program has been carried out and the 
truth about the actual production and 
prospects of Java are now better 
known. Instead of the high percentage 
bark looked for, it is stated on good 
authority that the future average of all 
Java bark will scarcely exceed three 
per cent. and that in 1889, the entire 
erop of that country will be only 
5,250,000 pounds of 3} per cent. bark 
equal to 2,730,000 ounces of quinine, 
and 1,500,000 pounds of 1} per cent. of 
bark, equal to 420,000 ounces of 
quinine. This is far from supplying 
the world with the popular alkaloid,

TRADE. 

It is announced that the 
largest bone glue factories in this 
country, situated in Elizabeth, N. J., 
will be compelled to close on account

only reason for the low prices which 
prevail, and in the case of this factory, 
strong competition has much to do with 
the suspension. Consumers of glue 
have been very cautious for some 


requirements, and it is Sut natural to 


trade when the tariff bone of conten- 
tion has been finally disposed of. The 
price of glue is lower than for several 
years past, and it has about reached 
that point which preceded the boom 
of 1880, Competition has been sharp, 
and considerable glue is now made 
from material which was not utilized 
in previous years. <A strong fight has 
been centered on the higher grades, 
but this has evidently reached its 
limit, as one of the largest manufae- 
turers of white glues advanced his 
prices one cent per pound recently, 
and the advance is being well main- 
tained. Although the decline in the 
general market last summer was prin- 
cipally due to overproduction, the 
tariff agitation has been more serious 
in its results which is shown by the 
fact that seven or eight factories dis- 
tributed over the country have either 
closed entirely or greatly curtailed 
their production. 

The tariff problem has been watched 
with unusual interest by the trade, 
and any adverse action which may be 
taken by Congress cannot be charged 
to negligence or indifferenee on the 
part of manufacturers. <A well at- 
tended meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the United States Glue 
Manufacturers’ Association was held 
in Washington recently, and a hearing 
granted by Mr. Mills of the Ways and 
Means Committee. The latter ecom- 
inittee had proposed to wipe out the 
duty on glue and similar preparations. 
Such action would entirely prostrate 


the industry in this country, and for 


the last few weeks many of the glue 
manufacturers have been doing all 
they could to place their interests in 
the proper light before Congress. It is 
believed that the last interview held 
with Mr. Mills, and the information 
given other Congressmen, will be the 
means of having glue retained under 
the present rates of duty, no matter 
whether the Mills bill passes or not. 
Mr. Rayner of Maryland has made an 
amendment before the Democratic 
caucus to remove glue from the free 
list of the Mills bill, and it is eon- 
fidently believed that his action will 
be fully sustained. *

SUMAC AND CHESTNUT EXTRACTS, 

There has been a lively and interest- 
ing controversy in the dyestuffs trade 
over the detection of chestnut extract 
in sumae extract. It is contended that 
the detection is impossible owing to 
the close resemblance and that the 
methods in use are unsatisfactory and 
nisleading. On the other hand it is 
argued that tests can be made on cot- 
ton yarn to.satisfy the most skeptical 
dyer and that the reaction caused by 
the action of tin chloride on a solution 
of sumac extract, wil either showa 
bright yellow precipitate for pure su- 
mae, or a yellow or light brown precip- 
itate, for an adulterated article. The 
difference between the two extracts 
when separated can easily be detected 
by the strong odor of sumac, and the 
mild odor of chestnut. ‘To be certain 
of accurate results, however, an elabo- 
rate analysis is necessary. An inter- 
view upon this subject on another page 
will no doubt be of interest to the 
trade, and as the arguments advanced 
are likely to be antagonized by other 
parties, the columns of the REPORTER 
are open toa full and free discussion 
of the matter which is little understood 
by consumers of extracts. The close 
relations between sumac and chestnut 
are not easily sundered, and it is said 
that the lower prices prevailing for the 
former are owing to the substitution of 
chestnut, but the fact is that the gen- 
eral market here and abroad has de- 
clined. Foreign makers of extracts are 
said to send their surplus production 
to America for which they are satisfied

RETAILERS OPPOSED TO THE RE- 
BATE PLAN. 

The retail druggists of New Jersey 
have a large grievance, and until wiser 
councils prevailed many of them were 
ready to resort to extraordinary meas- 
ures to compel its abatement by those 
whom they believed were responsible 
for it. At the recent meeting of the 
New Jersey Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, a very strongly worded report, 
holding the rebate system responsible 
for the demoralized condition of the re- 
tail drug business in that State, pre- 
cipitated a debate which, but for the 
able defense of those of its friends there 
present, must have resulted in a sweep- 
ing condemnation of the plan. The 
report characterized it as an infamous 
system, which forstered cut prices at 
the expense of the smaller dealers who 
by its terms were debared from sharing 
its benefits, At the beginning of the 
discussion many, evidently, cordially 
supported this view, and when one 
speaker proposed that the association 
‘cut the life out of the plan,” there 
were many ready to second that heroic 
course of treatment. 

Throughout the debate the central 
idea of most of the speakers opposing 
the rebate plan was that the wholesale 
dealers were accountable for the exist- 
ence of the retailers’ grievance, and 
that the striking of a direct blow at the 
rebate system would compel the job- 
bers, for their own protection, to in- 
duce the manufacturers to extend its 
benefits to all retailers, or at least pro- 
tect them against the cutters. Sucha 
mistaken conception of the jobbers’ re- 
sponsibility and influence was happily 
corrected by the forcible letter from 


the chairman of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists Association Committee 
on Proprietary Goods, ably seconded 
by the intelligent arguments of several 
well informed speakers, and the con 
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demnatory action evidently originally 


intended by the association, was sup- 


planted by a wise resolution to 
take the matter direct to the 
proprietors, asking them for relief. 


The New Jersey druggists are to be 
congratulated upon 
the only course through which they 
can hope to extricate themselves from 


the difficulties by which they are sur- 


rounded, The example they have set 
is one which all retail dealers who feel 
themselves similarly agrieved, must 
follow if they desire or expect relief. 
An attempt to abolish the rebate sys- 
tem will gain them nothing, but rath- 
er place them in the position of the 
marriner who bored a hole in the bot- 
tom of his boat to let out the water. 

It may not be clear to the average 
retail druggist just how he is benefit- 
ted by the rebate plan, or how his in- 


terests are to be subserved by opposing 


If so he 
cannot be aware that the more promi- 
nent manufacturers who observe the 
contract plan do now and always have 
refused to sell to notorious cutters,and

It is important to the retailer that 
the rebate plan should be maintained, 
if for no other reason than that it is 
the foundation upon which may be 
reared a protective system that shall 
include the retailers interests. If un- 
der existing conditions the maintain- 
ance of the plan appears to operate 
against those interests an appeal to the 
proprietors for protection and _ relief 
will be productive of greater results than 
the most active antagonism to the sys- 
tem could by any possibility achieve. 
Probably there are many eases similar 
to that cited in the report of the New 
Jersey association’s trade committee, 
where a dealer with sufficient capital 
stocks several stores with rebate goods, 
bought at rebate rates and retailed at 
prices representing first cost to smaller 
dealers, Where such cases occur and 
interfere with the business of regular re- 
tailers, the latters’ only present recourse

IMPORTING FRENCH STEARINE. 

Pressers of oleo stearine were taken 
by surprise last week by the sale in 
this market of two hundred hogsheads 
of oleo stearine to be delivered at this 
port from Paris, free of duty, at eight 
and one-quarter cents per pound, 
which is a fraction below regular quo- 
tations. The home market was expe- 
riencing a boom before the transaction 
and holders were expecting to realize 
nine cents before many days passed, 
The hopes of the sanguine pressers 
were built on ten cents per pound, but 
they were crushed by the competition 
from abroad, which is the first attempt 
to introduce foreign stearine into this 
market for several years. It would 
seem that importers are running a risk 
in buying an article of which they 
know comparatively little about and 
which may prove to be a costly experi- 
ment should the market react against 
them before the stearine arrives. This 
possibility has no doubt been consider- 
gd by other operators, as additional of-

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TRADE ORGANIZATIONS. 


At the annual dinner of the Phila- 
delphia Drysalters Club, held last 
week, several of the speakers alluded 
to the chemical and dyestuffs trades of 
New York as being a long way behind 
the age in the lack of a similar organi- 
zation to those which have proved so 
successful in Philadelphia and Boston. 
Some caustic but good-natured witti- 
cisms at the expense of the commercial 
metropolis were indulged in, which, 
because they were richly deserved and 
the foibles on which they were based 
were undeniable, made a deeper im- 
pression upon the visitors from this 
city. It is somewhat remarkable that 
the largest and by far the most impor- 
tant commercial city of the country 
should have so few trade organizations 
and that the benefits to be derived 
from such organizations has not long 
since induced the members of the 
ehemical and dyestuffs trades in this 
city to overcome their petty jealousies 
and prejudices, which is really about 
all that has prevented the formation of 
a drysalters’ club in this city. There 
is certainly no lack of material, as the 
number of firms engaged in the busi- 
ness is greater than in either Boston 
or Philadelphia, both of which cities 
have suecessful organizations of dry- 
salters,which have proved beneficial to 
a degree not anticipated at the time of 
organization. We believe that were 
the proper initiatory steps taken by 
some one in the trades interested in 
the matter, an organization could be 
easily effected, We have never heard 
any serious objection urged, the only 
hindrance heretofore being trade jeal- 
ousies and prejudices, which have been 
strengthened and encouraged by. what 
they fed on—not in all cases a tangible 
diet. 

The prejudices and petty trade jeal- 
ousies which have stood in the way of 
an organization of the drysalters of 
this city into a trade club would melt 
away under the genial influences of 
such a social organization as does ice 
exposed to the warming influences of a 
summer sun. Before the formation of 
the Philadelphia club there were quite 
a number of the members of the trade 
who had not evena speaking acquain- 
tance with each other. Their first so- 
cial meeting was marked with a form} 
ality that was truly ludicrous, but after 
a few gatherings the ice melted, trade 
prejudices were swept away, and at 
the present time the most cordial rela- 
tions exist between the members; and 
to one accustomed to hear the talk of 
traders about their competitors it is 
hard to realize that these people are 
not all members of one vast trading 
concern, The social features of this 
club has taught them that the compet- 
itor whom they regarded as being 
tricky and not to be trusted was not 
such a bad fellow, after all, and that 
the estimate made of the members of 
the trade was by far too low, In fact,

GLUCOSE INTERESTS AT WAR, 
As stated in the last issue of the RkE- 

PORTER, five leading glucose or grape 

sugar manufacturers have been met- 

bers of a pool for two years to limit 
production but not to regulate values, 
as efforts in the latter direction have 
been disastrous in the past to all con- 
cerned. Rumors have lately been cir- 
culating thick and fast concerning a 
fresh break in the ranks as intimated 
last week, but local representatives of 
the concerns are inclined to cover up 
the developments and positively assert 
that no eruption has occurred, They 
reiterated last Saturday that things 
were moving along smoothly and that 
the usual programme was being ob- 
served. From an outside source, how- 
ever, we learn that the agreement on 
production was violated by one of the 
companies and the breach of faith re- 
sulted in terminating the mutual un- 
derstanding. Since then a contract 
has been given out for rebuilding a fac- 
tory in Peoria, Ill, destroyed by fire 
some time ago, and as it was the origi- 
nal intention not to rebuild in order to 
limit production, it looks as though a 
struggle for existence is ahead of those 
identified with theindustry. The feel- 
ing among the companies is anything 
but harmonious, and as the acknowl- 
edged leader has expressed 'a determi- 
nation to push things lively, an inter- 
esting warfare may be_ expected, 

Prices have not been altered so far, 

but free offerings will certainly work a 

change. It is not known what other 

manufacturers are going todo about it, 
but the present unsatisfactory situa- 
tion may be the forerunner of a future 
combination: including only the most 
important branches and allowing the 
smaller concerns to look out for them- 
selves. The latter are not a factor in 
the market being light producers and 
located some distance from active busi- 
ness centers.

JUDGING from the report of the com- 

mittee on Trade Interests of the New 
Jersey Pharmaceutical Association, the 
retail druggists of that State are not as 
prosperous as they should be. The 
cominittee sent out a number of quer- 
ies and received many replies, the ma- 
jority of which had a very doleful ring. 
One druggist pathetically remaked 
that ‘people seem to think pharma- 
cists get rich selling postage stamps, 
and keeping a directory,” and another 
threatened to leave the business and 
go to preaching if trade does not im- 
prove. The increasing competition of 
grocers, who sell all kinds of drugs and 
patent medicines, and, as in one re- 
ported case, even dispense prescrip- 
tions, is said to be the chief cause of 
complaint. 


AT the last session of the New Jer- 
sey legislature a bill was iutroduced to 
amend the pharmacy law so as to allow 
practicing physicians to register as 
pharmacists without passing an exam- 
ination before the Board of Pharmacy. 
This threatened invasion of their do- 
main by the doctors created much ex- 
citement and indignation among the 
druggists,and by hard work they man- 
aged to have the bill killed. In New 
Jersey many doctors have taken to 
dispensing their own prescriptions, 
claiming that the therapeutical action 
of the drugs supplied by the pharma- 
cists is not to be relied upon, owing to 
their inferior quality. This, natural- 


ly, the druggists deny, and assert that 
the dispensing of drugs and the in- 
creasing practice of prescribing patent 
medicines by doctors is helping to ruin 
the pharmaceutical branch of the drug 
trade. As the doctors and druggists 
are sending delegates to each others’ 
conventions, there is a prospect that 
the controversy on this point may be 
settled to the satisfaction of both par-

Mr. Hermann Frentzen, a former manufac- 
turer of oleomargarine in this city, committed 
suicide last week by jumping into the North 
River. He was driven to despair by the loss of 
his business which was caused by the legisla- 
tion against oleomargarine, He had been in 
this country only six years. 

Messrs. Jerome Marble & Co., the wholesale 
dealers in drugs, Oils, paints chemicals ete, in 
Boston and Worcester, have been gradually 
extending their business in all the branches, 
and are enjoying a very prosperous trade. 
They have made many friends by their con- 
servative and reliable course, They make an 
announcement to the public on another page, 

In his annual address to the New Jersey 
State Pharmaceutical Association last week, 
President G. 8. Cook referred to the retail 
drug firm of Robert Eastman in New Bruns- 
wick as having been established 144 years ago, 
and continued at the same place until the 
present time from one generation to another, 
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During all that time a Robert Eastman has 
been at the head of the business. 

The firm of Hoffman & Kiessig, of this city, 
has been dissolved by mutual consent, Mr. C. 
H. Kiessig retiring. Mr. W. Hoffman assumes 
all the assets and liabilities of the ultramarine 
business, which he continues in his sole name. 


The British Consul at Baltimore reports that 
“the receipt of chemicals—which come almost 
exclusively from England—shows a slight in- 
crease; this, however, is not a branch of busi- 
ness in which fortunes are to be made in this 
country, the importer and wholesale mer- 
chant being forced to grant large credits, 
which the depressed condition of agriculture 
often renders very difficult to realize.” 

The assignees of William T. Coleman have 
made public a statement of the assets and 
liabilities of the suspended firm. The values 
were estimated by Mr. Coleman himself and 
two schedules were prepared, one giving the 
assets and liabilities of the firm and the other 
of Mr. Coleman personally. The assets of the 
firm, taken in connection with Mr. Coleman’s 
personal property, show an excess of liabili- 
ties of $1,629,000. 

A party of Italian gentlemen have just ar- 
rived in this country with a view to organ- 
izing a syndicate for the purpose of manu- 
facturing and recovering alcohol by a new 
process. They have sold the rights for using 
the process in Germany and France to the re- 
spective governments of those countries. The 
process involves the use of petroleum, and is 
said to reduce the cost of producing alcohol 
to ten cents per hectoliter. 

William P. Anderson, of Cincinnati, secret- 
ary of the American Cotton Oil Trust, and Col. 
Nicholas L. Anderson, of Washington, who is 
also of the Cincinnati family, were at the Gil- 
sey and Victoria respectively yesterday. The 
Andersons, who are said to have been Ander- 
sens originally and to have the stout old blood 
of Norse Vikings in their veins, are among the 
richest private families in Ohio. The founder 
of the family in the West was Larz, a name 
which sounds back to the shores of Elsinore.

Mr. Fred. Habirshaw, who retired from the 
oil business recently, has gone to Europe to 
enjoy the fruits of his labor.

This means todo away with 
the $25 tax, the tobacco tax, and the tax 
onalcohol. Their roll at present numbers 
eight hundred. There are over three 
thousand druggist in the state, and they want 
twenty-five hundred enrollod, The tenth an- 
nual meeting will be held at Prospect Park 
hotel, Catskill, N. Y., commencing June 19 and 
continuing three days.

Mr. Raoul Pictet has invented a new disin- 
fectant, which is said to answer admirably as a 
freezing mixture for hardening microscopic 
specimens. Sulphur dioxide and carbon diox- 
ide are mixed, cooled and compressed until 
they liquefy, the liquid being then stored in 
syphons. On liberation the mixture rapidly 
evaporates, with great reduction of tempera- 
ture. With this agent mercury may be frozen 
and animal or vegetable tissues can be ren- 
dered solid in a few seconds. The odor is the 
principal objection to the mixture, which is 
said to be as easily managed and as effective as 
ether, 

The New Jersey State Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, is one of the oldest, if not the oldest 
organization of pharmacists in the country.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 

The Journal de St. Petersbourg tor the 24th 
of February (n.s. March 7th) last, quoting from 
the Messayer d’Odessa, states that the East 
Indies are beginning to become one of the 
most important outlets for Russian petro- 
leum. In 1887 there were exported from Ba- 
toum forthe East Indies more than 2,000,000 
poods of petroleum, and in the course of Jan- 
uary last about 400,000 poods of this product 
were shipped for the same destination, 

George Rice has again been before the 
House Committee on Manufactures, and com- 
plained that he had been forced to retire from 
the Southern markets by reason of the low 
prices at which the Standard sold their oil, 
Rice evidenty wants retiners to make the price 
of their product to conform to the ideas of 
the retiner who either fron necessity or other 
reasons demands its highest price. The con- 
sumer wants his oil at the lowest price and 
the House Committee can hardly be expeeted 
to favor Rice’s idea at the expense of the 
masses. 

The Philadelphia Press says that in a very 
short time there will be established in that city 
another mammoth oil refining company. It 
will be known as the Globe Oil Retining Com- 
pany and the works will be located on property 
leased from the Girard Point Storage Com- 
pany on the Schuylkill, about a mile and a half 
above the mouth of the river. The capital 
stock is $500,000. Some months ago the new 
refining company, whose main office is in Pitts- 
burg and whose directors are principally cap- 
italists from the Western part of the State, 
leased from the Girard Point Storage Company 
their northernmost plot of land, about 400x1,- 
600 feet, known as “Section C” on the map of 
the storage company’s works. The large plot 
of ground immediately adjoins the works of 
the Atlantic Refining Company, 


The following report of Operations in the 
Indiana oil tield comes from Montpelier: The 
Patty & Anderron well, four miles southwest 
of here, isin anddry. [It was drilled 45 feet in 
the Trenton and found no oil nor gas. There 
wus a good representation of the oil men there 
to see the well come in. W. W. White and T. 
Mason Mitchell, of Buffalo, A. A. Hopkins and 
Cc, B. Orvis, of Toledo, and Joseph Twibell, of 
Montpelin, have organized a stock company 
with a capital of $100,000 and style themselves 
the Butfalo and Montpelin Fuel Company. 
They propose to go into the producing busi- 
ness here ona large scale; they have a pipe 
line laid to the railroad and have tanks and 
loading racks made and will probably ship 
their first oil this week. There are two wells 
starting here, one north of town one mile and 
the other east of town half a mile. 

The tire commissioners of Butfalo created a 
sensation last week by giving natural gas a 
black eye. In a communication to the com- 
mon council they said: “The same trouble 
which resulted in the recent disastrous explo- 
sion may happen ut any moment, and until 
some proper and reliable safeguard can be 
provided against a recurrence of such a ca- 
lamity, we unhesitatingly recommend that the 
supply of natural gas be entirely shut off from 
the city.” President Daniel O’Day said that 
the strictures, to his mind, were entirely un- 
warranted, His engineers have been hard at 
work in connection with the city and fire 
board experts, and they have discovered that 
the only trouble was the clogging of an auto- 
matic valve by some foreign substance. Ar- 
rangements have since been made which pre- 
clude a recurrence of the cause of the explo- 
sions. He thought it would be a parallel case 
to shut out a railroad because a car ran off the 
track. 

The Belgian Bulletin de Musee Commercial of 
the 3d of March, quoting from the Volkswirth- 
schaftliche Wochenschrift, states that it is the 
general impression that the Russian beds of 
petroleum are limited to the extreme east of 
the Caucasus, where, in fact, the peninsula of 
Apsheron isat present the seat of the new 
petroleum industry. There exist, however, 
much to the west of this, some important beds 
of the oil, namely, in the territory of Kertsch. 
Since the Crimean war these beds have not 
been heard of, but they are about to holda 
considerable place in the trade of southern 
Russia. An Austrian company has been work- 
ing them, in the neighborhood of the town of 
Kertsch, hitherto with no very satisfactory 


In the Savannah Times the statement was 
made that the fertilizer manufacturers of 
Georgia furnish a “considerable” quantity of 
fertilizers to South Carolina.

During the trial twenty-eight witnesses were 
examined, The heirs attempted to prove that 
Burford was of unsound mind in 1879 and 
therefore not competent to make a deed. The 
defense showed that though Burford was 
blind and almost deaf his mind was healthy. 
Judge White thereupon instructed the jury to 
find a verdict for defendant. Over 150,000 bar- 
rels of oil have been produced from the old 
Burford farm. Franklin Miller has already 
received $25,000 in royalty and the farm still 
yields him a reward for his kindness to poor 
old Farmer Burford, 

Work is progressing satisfactorily on the 
construction of the Chicago pipe line. The 
pipe is going together with celerity previously 
unheard of in pipe tine construction. There 
are two Stanford engines at work, each em 
ploying 30 men and doing the work of 100 re- 
spectively. The engines are 8 horse power 
geared up to represent nearly 100, and when 
the iron arm reaches out and grips the pipe 
something’s got to go. It will screw up a 
joint ina minute. The largest day’s work by 
the machine is 363 joints, or nearly two miles 
inaday. A half a mile is considered a good 
day’s work for a big gang of men with tongs. 
The machines are quite crude as yet, and per- 
sist in breaking. The swamp lands, of which 
the prairie regions seem to abound, operate 
against the machines by adding to the difticul- 
ties of transportation. Other matters operate 
more or less severely against the rapid pro- 
gress of the work, notably the difficulty in ob- 
taining suitable places for board and lodging 
along the line forthe men. The Chicago and 
Atlantic Railroad Company have constructed 
a few sleeping and dining cars, patterned 
after the cars used by railway construction 
gangs, but there are not enough of them to 
properly care for the moderate sized army en 
gaged on the line. 


CHICAGO LETTER. 
Special correspondence of the REPoRTER. 


CHICAGO, May 26, 1888. 

Owing primarily to the fact that in the mid- 
dle of the outrageous weather which has been 
masquerading as “spring”? we have been fa- 
vored with a comparatively pleasant week, 
the aggregate volume of sales of linseed oil 
has materially increased, although as fore- 
shadowed a week ago there has been no ap- 
preciation in prices, nor does any seem likely 
to occur in the immediate future. Oi] from 
the neighborhood of Lake Erie is still kept be- 
fore the eye of the trade. If rumor is to be 
credited, bids of—well, say, 50 cents for car 
load lots, are being solicited. This policy seems 
to have been adopted as a substitute for direct 
offers, an acceptance of which might, at times, 
prove awkward, An offer, even although so- 
licited, may always be rejected. Naturally 
enough few actual sales on such a basis have 
been reported, and the solicitations, if actually 
made, bave not proved much of a “disturbing 
element” after all. 

The mild controversy between the REPORTER 
and the New York Times has attracted con- 
siderable interest here in linseed oil circles. 
While there is unquestionably an element 
among the trade which reads abstract denun- 
ciations of trusts with a mild inward chuckle, 
there is no one in Chicago connected with the 
sale of linseed oil who fails to detect the logi- 
cal unsoundness of the Times’ position. If the 
argument of the latter sheet could be formulat- 
ed as a syllogism, it would be found that 
the major premise has been suppressed, The 
particular member of the Times staff who is 
eloquent in his denunciation of the linseed 
trust, is either ignorant of,or wilfully ignores, 
the fact that the yield of flaxseed during the 
crop year just drawing to a close has fallen 
far below that of the crop year of 1886-7, By 
the natual operation of the well-organized, 
fundamental laws of political economy, the 
value of the crude material from which oil is 
expressed, has advanced from 50 to 55 per 
cent. Why, in the name of common sense, 
should there not be a corresponding apprecia- 
tion in tne market value of the manufactured 
product? Asamatter of fact, however, the 
latter has not kept even pace with the former, 
the advance in oil having very little exceeded 
40 per cent, These are facts known and 
recognized by crushers, brokers and jobbers, 
not only in Chicago but throughout the 
West. But, if any reliance is to be placed up- 
on the statements of disinterested on-lookers 
who are in a position to know whereof they 
affirm, the responsibility for the delay in ad- 
vancing the price of oil is to be laid directly at 
the door of the “trust,” which is being round- 
ly abused just now in certain quarters for re- 





fusing to cooperate in a suggested movement 
to raise prices. If this be true,—and, as al- 
ready intimated, the hypothetical statement 
is based upon apparently authentic informa- 
tion—the Times’ writer is indulging in dia- 
tribes which, however plausible, ought to 
prove harmless, inasmuch as he is shooting 
wide of the mark. 

As regards stocks in the West, any esti- 
mate must be more or less conjectural. It seems 
fairly safe, however, to re-iterate the state- 
ment that before the end of June there will 
not be enough oil in sight (i.e. oil pressed from 
domestic seed)to cut any material figure in sup- 
plying the normal wants of the trade. In this 
connection, a suggestion is tloating about that 
some parties who are better supplied than 
some of their business competitors are not 
wholly averse to seeing prices kept where they 
are until such time as the visible supply shall 
have been yet more seriously depleted. 

Cake still rules fairly steady at about $21@ 
2125. The demand of course is wholly of an 
export character, the advent of grass having 
practically put an end to all inquiry for home 
consumption. No surplus is accumulating 
here, while at the same time shipments have 
materially fallen off from the figures of a year 
“ago. 

FLAXSEED. 

At the beginning of the week the official re- 
port of the inspector of flaxseed showed 250,750 
bushels in store in public elevators in Chicago. 
Contrasted with the statement of the week 
previous (230,749), this shows a gain of 20,001 
bushels. One year ago--when all the seed 
afloat and a considerable proportion of that in 
store had started for the East—there were but 
63,709 bushels in sight. 

The market for the week has been rather 
dull and comparatively without interesting 
features. Today’s market was destitute of 
animation, No. | closing at $1.35, although one 
car sold early at $137, with a weaker feeling. 
Reported transactions for the week foot up as 
follows: Cash No. 1,19 cars; rejected, 3 care; 
not graded, 2 cars and 131 bags (delivered); 
May, 2 cars and 500 bushels; year delivery, 5,000 
bushels. 

I have been at some pains to gather estimates 
as to the acreage likely to be sown in flax this 
year, notwithstanding the fact that any and 
all prophecies made so early in the season are 
necessarily liable to subsequent revision and 
correction. Striking the mean between con- 
tlicting conjectures, it seems tolerably safe to 
say that the aggregate acreage for the coming 
crop year will exceed that of the year rapidly 
drawing toa close. The farmers of the North- 
west seem to be encouraged by this year’s 
cash returns, and more or less increase may be 
contidently expected in that quarter, In some 
of the States noted for their production of 
winter wheat the latter crop having been 
killed, the ground has been ploughed up and 
sown in flax. Ihave been shown private dis- 
patches from presumably trustworthy sources 
to the effect that in Ohio, fully 12 per cent. of 
the ground previously sown in winter wheat is 
now being planted in oats, corn and flax, while 
in Indiana the estimate is made at about 20 per 
cent., although in neither case is the propor- 
tion of land to be sown in flax estimated. 

OLLS. 

Prime lard oil continues to hold its own, 
The sharp advance of last week in lard has 
been fairly well maintained and pressers are 
correspondingly tirm in demanding about 60 
cents for strictly prime products. It must be 
admitted, however, that the anticipated im- 
provement in the lower grades has yet to 
come, Still, producers are yet sanguine; they 
point to the fact that the season for the in- 
quiry for lard oil as a lubricant has not yet ar- 
rived, and are as a rule confident that the 
next few weeks will show a marked increase 
in inquiry for goods whose present value is of a 
somewhat uncertain and fluctuating charac- 
ter. 

The fact that tho Holland market opened 
with more animation on last Monday was soon 
learned in Chicago, and melters, with One ac- 
cord hastened to fill the role of consigners. 
Later in the week it was learned that “prices 
in Dutch-land” had advanced from one to two 
tlorins, and exportation was thereby propor- 
tionally stimulated, notwithstanding the fact 
that it was thoroughly understood that the 
foreign demand was more or less speculative 
in its character. Shippers admit that the pres- 
ent situation of affairs abroad verges on “un- 
healthiness,” yet they look for a continued 
firmness about the time when their exporta- 
tions reach the point of destination. The total 
exportation from Chicago this week has ap- 
proached very closely to 2,000 tierces. When the 
absolute dullness of the local market is taken 
into account, one has no longer cause to won- 
der at the anxiety of producers to market 
their output under foreign skies, 

PAINTS. 

Local jobbers are far from being satisfied 
either with the season’s trade, so far as it has 
progressed, or with the outlook for the 
future. The consumptive demand from 
country districts has been practically wiped 
out, and it would be strange indeed if the in- 
quiry during the summer should in any degree 
afford any (even moderate) compensation. 
Local jobbers, while they are as a unit un- 
friendly to any such crude tariff tinkering as 
is projected in the Mills bill, are bardly dis- 
posed to attribute all their woes to that single 
cause, At the same time, were this element 
of uncertainty eliminated from the situation 
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the greater stability might prove to be not 
without its influence upon inquiry.

DRUGS. 
Little of interest can be mentioned in refer- 


ence to the drug market. Opium has been 


rather weaker this week than last and there 
are jobbing houses here who are billing it to- 
day at $3, as against $325 a week ago. The 


consumptive inquiry is fair, though, perhaps, 
not quite as active as might have been ex- 
pected in view of the (presumably) near ap- 
proach of green apples, half ripe fruit, and 


their attendant train of “digestive disturb- 
ances.” Quinine holds its own, but the im- 
provement which was looked for some ten 


days since has as yet failed to materialize. 
Those parties in the West who have been wont 
to speculate in the sulphate in the past have 
apparently learned wisdom by experience, 
and are manifesting no disposition to buy at 
present. However, that shows nothing; they 
are of the class who usually buy at the top of 
the market, pay carrying charges for several 
months and ultimately unload at the lowest 
price of the season. Outside of these two 
staples, the price list shows comparatively 
few (and these rather unimportant) changes. 
Asarule, prices may be called fairly steady; 
at the same time, the prevailing quiet incident 
to the season not without its influence in 
inducing an anxiety to make sales, which not 
unnaturally results in more or less disturbance 
in market quotations, CALUMET.

The Controversy over Sumac and 
Chestnut Extracts. 


There has been considerable talk in the dye- 
stuffs trade about the mixing of sumac and 
chestnut extracts, since the article upon the 
subject appeared in the ReportTER, and some 
readers have questioned the correctness of the 
published opinion concerning the detection of 


chestnut in sumac. A representative of the 
REPORTER called upon Mr. W. J. Matheson, 
manager of the New York Sumac Extract 


Company, to obtain his views upon the subject 
when the following conversation ensued: 


“Mr. Matheson, several people make objec- 
tion toa paragraph in a recent issue on sumac 
extract, in which attention is called to the 
adulterations practiced, and they intimate 
that these suggestions come from you and are 
aimed directly at them.”

New Jersey Pharmacists and the Re- 


bate Plan. 


In his address at the annual mecting of the 
New Jersey State Pharmaceutical Association 
Kilmer re- 
ferring to the cutting of prices on proprietary 
goods said that the benefits of the rebate plan 
do not extend to the retailer, unless he does a 
large enough business to warrant his buying 
in very large quantities. “The practical work- 
ing of the rebate plan,” Mr. Kilmer continued, 
“is the foundation of the cutters, who now 
succeed in driving the small dealer to the wall, 
asthe cutter manages to buy the rebate arti-

cles at prices not reached by the small dealer. 


By the provisions of the system dealers cannot 
combine and divide the quantity, and thus 


they are placed at the mercy of the cutter, 
virtually backed up by the proprietor, who 
places his goods on the rebate system.” 

Mr. Kilmer contended that without the as- 
sistance of the rebate plan the cutter could 
not compete with the regular pharmacist, but 
that under it the former is given protection 
and great advantages. He asserted that the 
working of the plan did not assist one ina 
hundred of the thirty thousand pharmacists 
n the country, while to the balance it isa 
positive disadvantage. Seareely a dozen 
pharmacistsin New Jersey, he said, are war- 
ranted in buying in quantities sufficient to 
receive any aid from the rebate plan. He 
believed that the association should ask that 
ts benefits be extended to the ordinary re- 
tailer, or that it be abolished. Many, he said. 
had requested him to bring the matter before 
the association, and he urged the appointment 
of a trade committee, who would investigate 
and report upon the state of trade in drugs 
and medicines, cutting of prices, etc. 

Pursuant to President Kilmer’s suggestions 
a committee on trade interests was appointed, 
and instructed to prepare a report to be pre- 
sented at the annual meeting this year. Copies 
of a circular-letter embracing a number of 
queries relative to the condition of trade, the 
effects of cutting prices, &c., was sent out by 
this committe, during the year, to as many 
pharmacists in the state as could be reached, 
Replies were received from over 140 localities 
giving very comprehensive information from

embraced in the report of the committee on 
trade interests, at the meeting of the associa- 
tion held at Morristown, N.J., on Wedneday 
and Thursday of last week. . 

According to this report the general condi- 
tion of trade was very unsatisfactory and the 
committee attributed it to the excessive cut- 
ting of prices, particularly in localities con- 
tiguous to New York, Philadelphia and other 
large cities, The report referring to this as- 
pect of the trade question says: “Cutting 
prices seems to work to the disadvantage of 
the pharmacist with a limited capital. The 
cutters, and especially the general merchants, 
do not keep everything in the line of patents, 
but of course the pharmacist is expected to 
keep a full line; therefore the trade will usu- 
ally patronize the cutters on the most saleable 
woods and the pharmacist hardly gets legal in- 
terest on his investment, 

“The so called rebate system is no doubt 
the cause of this great evil, and is 
without any doubt the foundation of 
the cutters structure, Very few druggists 
@an buy on the rebate plan, while the cutter 
deals almost exclusively in rebate goods, 
Several stores owe their existence to this sys- 
tem, and we would quote as an example a 
dealer of who has two stores in this State, 
one in and the other in —, and, we be- 
lieve, eight or ten stores altogether in differ- 
ent sections, where rebate goods, almost 
exclusively, are handled, and which could not 
exist without this infamous system.” 

This report was received with marked appro- 
bation by the association, and seemed to repre- 
sent the general view of the members. 

Mr. Albert Bruen, of New York, at this 
point arose and asked the privilege of present- 
ing a communication from Mr. M. N, Kline, 
chairman of the National Wholesale Druggists 
Association Committee on Proprietary Goods, 
Permission being granted, Mr. Bruen read as 
follows: 

PHILADELPHIA, May 22, 1886, 
To the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association: 

When notified by the President of the N. W. 
D. A., of my appointment as chairman of the 
delegation from that association to the New 
Jersey Pharmaceutical Association, accepted 
and confidently expected to be able to be 
present at your meetings, and convey 
the fraternal greetings of our association 
to one of the oldest and most honorable 
bodies of pharmacists in this country. I re- 
gret deeply that engagements connected with 
my business render it impossible for me to re- 
alize the pleasure and profit I anticipated 
from attending your meeting. T particularly 
regret this as it has been intimated to me that 
your committee on trade interests is likely to 
bring in a report antagonizing the protective 
system known as the contract or rebate plan, 
governing the sale of some proprictary medi- 
cines by wholesalers, In 1884 when I attended 
the meeting of your state association, the fol- 
lowing language was embodied in the pream- 
ble to a resolution endorsing what was known 
as the “campaign plan.” 

Whereas, It is desirable to regulate trade in 
a manner to be mutually profitable to manu- 
facturers, wholesale and retail dealers without 
imposing an unjust burden upon the publie, 
and 

Whereas, The drug trade has become so de- 
moralized through the bad intluence of sharp 
competition as to have rendered it unprofita- 
ble to those disposed to do au legitimate busi- 
ness, ete., ete.” 

Since the above language was uscd in intro- 
ducing a resolution by which the association 
unanimously endorsed the rebate plan and its 
extension, unfortunately the feature protect- 
ing the retailer has become inoperative be- 
cause it was found impossible to regulate the 
sales of thirty thousand dealers scattered all 
over the country; nevertheless all the proprie- 
tors who then subscribed to, and earnestly at- 
tempted to make asuocess of, this protective 
feature to retail druggists are adhering in 
their sales to the contract system, and under 
it as far as they can, still refusing direct sup- 
plies to what are known as “cutters.” Under 
these circumstances [ cannot believe that 
your interests are conserved by lending the 
influence of your honorable body to any effort 
to break down the barriers protecting whole- 
salers. Your membership is made up of phar- 
macists too intelligent and too broad in their 
views to yield to such a selfish and narrow 
proposition, 

The words in the preamble quoted above 
“without imposing an unjust burden ete.,” are 
true of the rebate system of to-day. The 
profit provided for is 10 per cent. The actual 
expense of conducting the business is fully 9 
per cent., leaving a margin to the jobber of 1 
per cent. Surely no one will claim that this 
is unjust or exorbitant. No effort on your 
part can force profits below the point which is 
barely self sustaining. No action that your 
association or any other state association or 
all associations combined can take, can reduce 
the wholesalers margin below the cost line, 
and keep it there. The most you can hope to 
accomplish is to shift it from one portion of 
their business to the other. And think you it 
would be well todo so? For my part I believe 
it best to keep the proprietary medicine part 
on a self sustaining basis,and let enterprise ex- 
ercise its fullest and freest sway upon the bal- 
ance of the wholesalers business, viz: drugs, 
chemicals, essential oils, etc. Pharmaceutica 
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assoviations cahhot hope to benetit the “trade | for the Ciimpitin plih and in the investigation 


interests” of their members by cvondemiing 
protective plans in successful operations, Hor 
in forcing honest dealers out of business, be- 
cause mixersand adulterators of drugs can un- 
derbid them on patent medicines under a free 
market. And I beg you to observe carefully 
if you please who among wholesalers are the 
supporters of this plan and who the op- 
ponents. 

When the retailers look for aid in their en- 
deavor to overthrow the unbusinesslike meth- 
ods of the “cutter” do they seek the latter? 
My experience is otherwise and all present 
here will bear testimony to the correctness of 
this view. 

No, I know the spirit controlling the mem- 
bers of this association too well to believe that 
they will lend themselves toany scheme which 
has for its only object the breaking down of 
the only structure upon which the retailers 
can ever expect to build a system for their 
own protection, 

Ask rather those proprietors who are work- 
ing under this plan to refuse direct supplies 
to such as notoriously demoralize prices and I 
fec] confident that the reijuest will be heeded 
and all kept upd an equal footing until some 
extension of the plan can be effected, Sucha 
request our committee will heartily second, 

With very best wishes for a successful meet- 
ing and the continued prosperity of your asso- 
ciation, I am, M. N. Kune, Chairman. 


Ex. President F. B. Kilmer expressed the de- 
sire that the association take some action up- 
on the report of the Committee on Trade In- 
terests, The circular sent out by the commit- 
tee had excited a great deal of interest among 
druggists throughout the state, he said, and 
the result was & general response to the ques- 
tions propotinded, While he was president of 
this association he bad received many requests 
from druggists, asking that they be releived 
of the competition of irresponsible dealers. 
In view of this fact, and that this and other 
associations in the United States were taking 
interest in the trade welfare of their members, 
he thought some ttetibn tnight be taken. He 
would not stop to speak of the rebate system, 
except tosay that the retailers only saw the 
effects of it as applied to them individually. In 
one of the cities in which the cutter, alluded 
tointhe committees report, had a store he 
got all the benctit of the rebate system, the 
fifteen other druggists, located there being 
able, only occasionally, to get anything from 
it, He would not attack the plan, but he felt 
its effects in his pockets, deeply, 

Mr, Jacob E, Browh gave it as his opinion 
that the wholesale dealers were entitled to all 
the advantages the rebate system accorded 
them, and the retailer should remember that 
the wholesaler’s margin of profit, even 
onrebate goods was small, The rebate plan 
has acted against the retailers because very 
few could buy the rebate quantity, 
while the cutter could buy direct from the 
proprietor and get the benefit of the rebate. 
The retailers, therefore, should present the 
matter to the proprietors, if they seek relief, 
asking them not to sell to cutters. The re 
tailer isthe proprictor’s best friend, and the 
latter should be made to see it. It is a mis- 
take to take the wholesale dealer to task. The 
rebate is not too large for the wholesaler, con- 
sidering the expense attending the handling 
of the goods by him. ‘The speaker thought 
Mr. Kline had the right idea of the rebate sys- 
tem, but he believed it was not right for the 
proprietor to sell to the cutter at the rebate 
rates, and refuse to allow the jobber to sell to 
the retailer except at the full prices. 

Dr. Eccles said that when the Campion plan 
was proposed as a check upon cutters, the 
jobbers were the sinners. The retailers will 
have to look after their own interests first, he 
said, and the interests of others afterward. If 
the retailers aim a strong blow at the rebate 
plan with the object of cutting the life out of 
it, the wholesale dealers, Dr. Eccles believed, 
will be forced to present to the proprietors 
the proposition to allow sales to the retailers 
at rebate rates, 

Mr. Brown thought that Dr. Eccles did not 
know what he was talking about when he at- 
tacked the wholesale dealers as the violators 
of the Campion plan. Dropping that part of 
it he, Mr. Brown, would say that the retailer, 
unless he was a very large retailer, could not 
carry a jobber’s stock, which alone would en- 
able him to buy direct from the manufactu- 
rer. He thought the course for the retailer to 
pursue was to press the proprietors not to sell 
to cutters at rebate prices. - 

Replying to the first statement by Mr. 
Brown, Dr. Eccles asserted that he knew from 
personal experience the justice of his criticism 
of the jobbers in connection with the Campion 
plan, and if necessary would cite instances in 
support of what he said. He believed no retail- 
er thought ten per cent. any too much margin 
to do business upon, but that was not the point 
at issue. Referring to the recommendations 
in the letter just read, he said that any- 
body who knew Mr. Kline knew that his heart is 
with the retailers, but there are other jobbers 
who would put their own interests before 
those of the retailer. It was the jobber who 
killed the Campion plan, declared the speaker, 
but he did not mean by this statement to 

strike at all the jobbers, many of whom act 
with a due regard for the retailers’ interests. 

Mr. E. A. Sayre said he was sorry that he 
could not agree with Dr. Eccles in all that he 
hadsaid. He, the speaker, had been a worker 


Which the operation of that plan called for; 
he found as much dishonesty in the retail 
ranks as among the jobbers. The latter were 
cut off from supplies, but they continued to 
get the goods, although the manufacturers 
did not furnish them. He found that other 
jobbers were buying in larger quantities than 
they had been accustomed to take, and divi- 
ding with those who had been cut off. In 
other instances it was found tnat retailers 
were buying large quantities and supplying 
the jobbers who were under the ban. The 
question for the New Jersey association to 
consider, was whether the abolition of the re- 
bate plan would benefit the retall druggists of 
that state. The speaker did tidt believe it 
would benetit them 6iue iota; tind if they wert 
not to be benefitted,why endeavor to have it 
abolished. The Committee on Trade In- 
terests hid done an immense amount of work, 
and presented the best report he had ever 
heard on the topic, but, Mr. Sayre thought 
the association would make a mistake In sup- 
porting its attack on the rebute plat 

Dr. Eccles asked if the large cutter before 
mentioned would not be compelled to close 
his stores if the rebate plan were killed. 

Mr. Sayre replied that if that cutter was 
selling a single rebate article below the rebate 
price, he would ke shut off from further sup- 
plies ifa complaint against him were made. 
There were jobbers in this country who could 
not buy rebate goods under any considera- 
tion, because they had violated the spirit of 
the rebate plan. 

Mr. Holzhauer stated that the cutter com- 
plained of, as he understood it, did not sell 
below the rebate price, but having the 
benefit of the rebate he could sell at # 
price that represents the cost t6 the average 
retailer. The idea was to compel the manu- 
facturers to refuse to sell any retail dealer it 
rebate quantity, or, in other words, place all 
retailers, great or small, on an equal footing, 
and he wanted to know if an attack upon the 
rebate plan would not insiute this; 

Mr. Ryerson could not see what benefit waa 
to be derived from antagonizing the rebate 
system. He thought the proper thing to do 
would be to bring the grievance to the notice 
of the proprietors and see if something could 
not be done through them, 

Mr. Brown followed, speaking much in the 
same strain. 

Mr. Sayre said he thought the last two speak- 
ers had struck the keynote. What the associ- 
tion wanted wht liot to abolish the rebate plan 
but to urge upon mantifactiirers to recognize 
the rights of pharmacists to protection against 
such unscrupulous dealers, 

Mr. White suggested that a resolution be 
offered urging the manufacturers to refuse to 
sell rebate quantities to retailers who are ne- 
torious cutters; that a committee be appointed 
to take this matter into consideration with 
the view to inducing manufacturers to take 
such action, and that other State pharmaceu- 
tical associations be urged to co-operate with 
them to this end. 

Mr. White's stizgestions were discussed at 
some length without eliciting new points or 
bringing the association nearer to a solution 
of the problem, and as other matters claimed 
attention the final settlement of the question 
was postponed until the next day. 

On Thursday morning after the routine 
business had been disposed of, Mr. White 
offered a resolution instructing the committee 
on trade interests to consult with the proprie- 
tors with a view to stopping the sale of rebate 
goods to cutters, and after some discussion 
the resolution was adopted, 

On motion of Mr. Sayre, the wording of the 
committee’s report was modified by dropping 
the word “infamous” in the closing paragraph. 

This settles this phase of the controversy, so 
far as it is possible for a State pharmaceutical 
association to settle it.

Another Attempt to Sell the Keystone 
Refinery. 


On Tuesday of last week the third attempt 
to sell the Keystone refinery was made and re- 
sulted ina further postponement to Monday 
afternoon, the 28th inst., at 3 o’clock. Follow- 
ing is the Derrick’s account of the proceedings 

Yesterday's efforts were not entirely fruit 
less. The plant entire was put up at the best 
bid made at the previous sale, namely $72,500 
by John B.Smithman. Roger Sherman, Esq., 
then bid $75,000, separating his bids in this 
fashion: $39,000 for the refinery, $31,000 for 
the pipe line, $5,000 for the tank cars. The 
bidding was not sharp, and for a time it 
seemed that Mr. Sherman would walk away 
with the empty honor of highest bidder, re- 
jected because his bid was still too low. Pres- 
ently the receiver announced another bid 
placing the figures at $76,000. Mr. Sherman 
said he was surprised to hear him say so; he 
thonght he had pretty good ears, but he must 
confess he heard no such bid. “Name your 
bidder, Mr. Receiver,” said Mr. Sherman, 
“and let him qualify his bid. How much 
does he give tor the refinery?” The 
bid is from a responsible man and he 
refuses to qualify; his bid is on the works as a 
whole. A discnssion then ensued as to the 
policy of receiving anonymous bids. Mr. 
Sherman stated, with considerable emphasis, 
that he himself did not regard such a bid as 
amounting to anything. He demanded a 
qualification of the). bids, insisting that he 

















wasn't interested in selling a pipe llne for Mr. 
Smithman. The receiver maintained the in- 
tegrity of the bid, but refused to disclose the 
bidder. At this juncture Hon. C. W. Gilfillan, 
pencil and note book in hand, stepped out 
from the shadow of the north wall and into, 
as it were, the current of events. He neither 
affirmed nor denied the paternity of the 
mvsterious bid, but opinion by common con- 
sent fixed upon Mr. Gilfillan as the man who 
liftgd Mr. Sherman out of his financial boots. 
The next bid was $77,000 by H. D. Hancock, 
Esq., placed in this manner: $40,000 for the 


refinery, 5,000 for the tank cars, and 
$32,000 for the pipe line. This de- 
partment of the Keystone Oil Company 
has deteriorated greatly in value since 


the last matinee, when its value was asserted 
in the most positive way by the very spirited 
bidding between Mr. Smithman and alate em- 
ploye of the Keystone works generally re- 
puted to be dead broke. The best bid made 
for the pipe line yesterday was $4,500 below 
the top value attached to it last Tuesday. 
Were brother Smithman on the ground, in 
good bidding humor, it is safe to say the pipe 
line branch would have held its own under his 
bids and the reciprocal bidding of his personal 
friends. Counsel for the Receiver objected to 
a separation of the bids, on the ground of un- 
necessarily complicating the business. Mr. 
Sherman expressed the view that matters had 
already assumed such a high state of compli- 
cation, it was next to impossible to unravel 
them. It was finally conceded all round that 
an unraveling process was needed, but no sug- 
gestions followed. Fred Hays, Esq., caught 
the Receiver’s eye and asked permission to 
lodge a separate bid on the tank cars. The 
Receiver courteously granted the desired per- 
mission, but warned the would-be purchaser 
thrt a separate bid ona single branch of the 
works under the existing order of the court 
wouldn't amount to much, Mr. Hays then 
bid $5,001, for the tank cars. 

“How much for the refinery?” queried the 
Receiver, and the pipe line? “Quick! There 
are some other gentlemen here who want a 
whack at it after you get through.” 

“IT don’t want the refinery and [ have no use 
for the pipe line. You have my bid. Five 
thousand and one dollars for the cars.” 

Counsel protested against receiving sucha 
bid. Previous bidders were shocked to think 
Mr. Receiver would entertain such a proposi- 
tion. Mr. Hays thought he might increase his 
bid $50. While the receiver was deliberating 
as to the propriety of receiving or rejecting 
the bid in question, Mr. Gilfillan urged its ac- 
ceptance, giving as his reason that perhaps 
the Keystone Company owned a wheelbarrow; 
if they did, he desired to tile a separate bid of 
$2.50 for the said wheelbarrow, A _ titter fol- 
lowed this observation, which became in- 
stantly infectious and made the circuit of the 
room without a break, Mr. Hays himself join- 
ing in the general merriment. Mean 
time his modest little bid was laughed out 
of court, The receiver then announced 
that he had a bid of $80,000 for the works. The 
bidder was nos named; he said he received 
telegrams from a number of absent capitalists, 
would-be bidders, asking for an adjournment, 
and indicating a desire to come forward and 
bid. He said this was positively the last ad- 
journment; the works would either be sold 
next Monday or returned to the court with 
the statement that no satisfactory bids could 
be obtained. The works advanced $7,500 
under yesterday's bidding, and about $27,500 
over the best bids of the first day's sale. The 
receiver is of the opinion that he will be able 
to realize $100,000 for the plant. Nothing was 
said as to the promised decree authorizing the 
sale of the refinery separate and apart from 
the pipe line. 
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A Credit Bureau Among Druggists. 


The following circular has been sent out by 
the Philadelphia Drug Exchange: 

Ata meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Philadelphia Drug Exchange, a committee 
was appointed to take into consideration the 
feasibility of establishing a credit bureau, 
under the auspices of the Exchange. At a 
meeting of the committee, held April 24th, the 


following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 
“Resolved:—That this committee having 


carefully considered the subject confided to 
it, recommends the establishment of a credit 
bureau, limited to those members of the Phil- 
adelphia Drug Exchange who will obligate 
themselves to contribute the requisite infor- 
mation and the necessary funds, and that cir- 
culars be issued to all members of the Drug 
exchange inviting their cooperation.” 


The action outlined in the above resolution, 
was endorsed at the meeting of the directors 
of the Drug Exchange held May 9th, and ac- 
cordingly the present circular is addressed to 
each member, for the purpose of ascertaining 
how many will contribute information and 
the necessary funds for the purpose of estab- 
lishing and putting into practical operation 
this credit bureau. The plan which it is pro- 
posed to adopt is one similar to that now in 
successful operation under the auspices of 
the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, of this city. 
Briefly outlined, it is as follows:— 

It is proposed to engage a Secretary, who 
shal] perform the clerical duties and have sole 
charge of the records and information. This 
Secretary or clerk shall not be directly con- 
nected with the trade. Blank forms will be 
furnished upon which subscribers or members 
will make their inquiries concerning parties 


seeking credit or offering to open an account. 
These inquiries will be made and answered in 
cipher. Blank forms for replies will also be 
furnished, and it is expected that each mem- 
ber will give such information concerning the 
party inquired about, as he may have. This 
information will be collated by the Secretary, 
and by him furnished to the inquiring mem- 
ber. The code for information in use by the 
Paint, Oiland Varnish Club and which it is 
proposed to follow, is very full and covers the 
following; 

History, character, capital, credit, settle- 
ment of account, mortgages and real estate, 
with a series of numbers under each head, 
giving when filled out very full and complete 
information. 

Thus a subscriber can have the benefit of all 
the information possessed by the other mem- 
bers within twenty-four hours after inquiry is 
mailed. 

The expense will probably not execced ten 
dollars per annum, if a sufficient number of 
subscribers are obtained. The value in saving 
bad accounts will probably be hundreds of 
dollars.

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Revising the U. S. Pharmacopoeia. 

An alphabetical list of pharmacoprial titles 
has been caused to be printed by the commit- 
tee of revision and publication of the phar- 
macapeia of the United States of America, 
for tne purpose of facilitating the collecting 
add recording of statistics regarding the fre- 
quency with which the several officinal sub- 
stances are prescribed or legitimately used. 

There are many titles in the list which will 
never, or but rarely, be met with in prescrip- 
tions, for instance,crude drugs, such as allium, 
geranium, ete., ete. Yet, if it is found that 
the officinal preparations derived from such 
substances (syrupus allii, extractum geranii 
fluidum, ete., ete.) are sufficiently used to war- 
rant their retention in the fJpharmacpeia, the 
corresponding crude drugs will probably, in 
all cases, have to be retained also. 

Forthe purpose of collecting the desired 
statistics, it is recommended, that the Associa- 
tion or Body, under whose supervision this 
census is made, name a definite period of time 

say three or six consecutive months—-but as 
recent as possible--which shall from the basis 
of the census, and that the essential ingredi- 
ents of all preseriptions (perhaps omitting such 
as “aqua,” “syrupus,” ete.), which may bave 
been received and dispensed, during the period 
mentioned, by any person agreeing to fill out 
one of these blanks, be systematically record- 
ed, and that the filled-out blanks be forwarded 
at a specified time to the committee appointed 
by the respective association or body for re- 
ceiving and collating these reports, 

This committee should then codify the latter 
and prepare a collective table or synopsis, 
which should be forwarded to the Chairman 
of the Committee of Revision, ete., of the 
U.S. Pharmacopeeia, if possible, not later than 
January Ist, 1889, 

If any association should deem it advisable 
to extend the collection of statistics to sub- 
stances or preparations not recognized by the 
present pharmacoperia, separate instructions 
should be given by its committee, in order to 
procure uniform reports, Any reports ob- 
tained in reply to this inquiry will also be of 
great assistance to the next Committee of Re- 
vision, 

The Committee of Revision, ete., has deter- 
mined to employ the time intervening be- 
tween now and the next convention (189), in 
compiling, from the literature which has ap- 
peared since 1882, a report on all subjects 
likely to be of practical use for their succes- 
sors, in preparing a now edition of the U. 8. 
Pharmacopeia. In addition, it has been re- 
solved to ask the active assistance of every 
State pharmaceutical association, for the pur- 
pose of collecting reliable statistics regarding 
the frequency with which the various drugs, 
chemicals and preparations, recognized by the 
present pharmacopoeia, are prescribed or 
legitimately used. The object of these 
statistics is to furnish to the next Commit- 
tee of Revision trustworthy data from 
which to decide what shall be admitted 
or discarded. Another important matter 
which it has seemed to the committee should 
be decided before the next convention meets, 
is the system of weights and measures to be 
employed in the working formule of the 
pharmacopeia. It will be remembered that 
the revision committee of 1870 had been di- 
rected toemploy parts by weight, and that 
much fault was subsequently found with them 
for not obeying this instruction. The revision 
committee of 1880 received the same direc- 
tions, and actually complied with them, there- 
by affording the members of the profession an 
opportunity to test the system practically. 
Much has been written since then, both in 
favor and against it, and a good deal of un- 
certainty still exists as to which side has the 
best of the argument. It is expected thata 
discussion of this question—particularly so 
far as it affects preparations which are pre- 
scribed or administered by measure—and a 
definite expression by each State Pharmaceu- 
tical association, as representing the collective 
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views of the pharmacists residing in each 
State, willenable the next committee of re- 
vision to make a_ satisfactory choice of 
methods,

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A New Process of Dyeing. 

A French inventor proposes a general 
method of dyeing, which is certainly novel, 
and we may, perhaps, say ingenious, to which 
anexchange remarks that whether it will 
prove capable of being carried out on a com- 
mercial scale, is a question on which it might 
be premature to decide, though our contem- 
porary pleads guilty to strong doubts on the 
subject. It isa truism to say that the mater- 
ials to be deposited on textile tibers have hither- 
to been presented in a liquid state or ina few 
instances in the condition of gases or vapors. 
Acertain M. Bandsept, however, proposes a 
new process which he alleges, from the trials 
he has made, must be regarded as more effica- 
cious. He reduces the dyewares or colors to an 
exceedingly fine powder, and projects them 
in this state upon the goods to be dyed, em- 
ploying the propulsive force of a jet of com- 
pressed air, or of superheated steam. 

He explains the alleged good results of his 
process as follows: On the one hand the col- 
oring matter, infinitely divided (7), acts mole- 
cule by molecule, giving its entire effect in- 
dipendently of the action of mass. On the 
other hand, the projectile force of the jet of 
gas or steam acting upon the solid molecules 
augment considerably their force of penetra- 
tion, giving a greater intensity to the recipro- 
cal action of the elements brought into con- 
tact. The coloring matters sensitive to light 
or to the electric current may be decomposed 
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by these agents at the very moment of ther 
fixation,and a chemical transformation may be 
simultantanecously effected. Thus a tissue may 
be modified almost instaneously in its physi- 
cal and chemical constitution. Those engaged 


in the textile manufactures will certainly 


(perhaps) be able to take advantage of this 


principle for numerous novel applications,says

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German Chemicals in Italy.

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The Indigo Plant. 


Farmers in various parts of the country are 
thinking about the cultivation of 
the indigo plant. The cultivation of the in- 
digo plant is an important feature of Chinese 
agricuiture, The indigo fern is one of the 
seed pod variety of plants, with a etock and 
leaf not unlike the fish geranium, but much 
darker green, It is hardy, easily cultivated, 
prolific, and not attacked by insects, The 
ground is plowed and harrowed into a pulver- 
ized state, and enriched by manure. The seed 
is sown in patches as thickly as possible. Ina 
month the plants are several inches high and 
are transplanted into a larger patch in rows, 
being set about eighteen inches apart. They 
require little care, except to be watered in dry 
weather, When the plants have reached a 
height of about two feet and the leaves have 
assumed a dark, rich blue color, they are cut 
to the ground and gathered for manufactur- 
ing. From the roots a second crop will grow, 
which may be gathered the same season. The 
plants are placed in receptacles and covered 
with fresh, water, in which they are 
steeped for several days, until the indican, a 
peculiar substance in the juice of the plant, is 
decomposed by fermentation. The addition 
of a little slaked lime, and frequent stirring, 
The indigo is precipitated in 
a dark blue sediment, which when dried, is the 
indigo of commerce. The darker the blue the 
better the quality. It is believed that farmers 
in this country could be successful in raising 
the indigo plant. 
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The Estimation of the Calorifie Value 
of Solid and Liquid Fuels,* 
Professor Dittmar contended that it would 
never be possible to calculate the calorific 
value of a fuel from its elementary composi- 
tion, because it depended on its constitution 
aswell. CH, = 16 grams of marsh gas gave 
less heat (i. ¢.. contained less energy) than 12 
grams of charcoal and 4 grams of hydrogen 
gas. On the other hand, C,H, = 26 grams of 
acetylene gave more heat than 24 grams of 

charcoal and 2 grams of hydrogen gas, 

Thisexample alone was sutlicient to show 
that the discrepancies between calculated and 
actual combustion heats could not, as Mr. 
Rowan seemed to think, be removed by sub- 
stituting the combustiou heat of “gaseous 
carbon” for that of charcoal, or that of solid 
hydrogen for that of hydrogen gas. 

In the absence of any great new discovery 
onthe matter the only way, in his opinion, 
for finding the caloritic value of a fuel, was to 
determine it directly by means of a calorime- 
ter. 

He would avail himself of this opportunity 
for drawing attention to an ingenious inven- 
tion of the late Professor Bolley. Bolley’s 
calorimeter measured a heat evolution by the 
weight of water of 100° C, which it was capable 
of converting into saturated steam of 100° at 
7) mm, pressure. ‘The values 100° and 760 mm, 
of course were only examples for the t° cor- 
responding to the existing ». min, of atmo- 
spheric pressure. He believed that Bolley’s 
instrument might be brought into a form in 
which it could be used by any intelligent en- 
gineer to determine what combustion heat he 
wanted with promptitude and without com- 
witting a greater error than, say, 1 to2 per 
cent. of the quantity to be determined. 

Professor Mills said there was not the slight- 
est doubt that liquid fuel would be very much 
more employed when its great value, in many 
ways, was understood, and he thought it 
would be admitted by all that liquid fuel had 
a great future before it. As to the theoretical 
matters alluded to by Mr. Rowan, there was 
extreme difficulty in putting the ordinary 
practical numbers in a defensible theoretical 
condition. The theory of the combustion of 
fuel was one that required sti]! the profound- 
est mathematical study. Taking even the sim- 
ple chemiral equation H,0+C=CO+H,, we

could only give partial information of the 
heating value of fuel, whether in the torm of 
coal or of liquid fuel. 

Professor Dittmar was, however, mistaken 
in thinking that he had proposed merely to 
substitnte the combustion heat of gaseous for 
solid carbon, or that of solid hydrogen for hy- 
drogen gas. What he proposed was, that the 
thermic values of the various hydrocarbon 
gases produced by the action of heat on coal 
or liquid fuel (in the latter case along with 
steam) should form the basis of the calcula- 
tion of the combustion value of the fuel which 
might be under examination.

Burned Out, 


The Hampden paint and chemical company's 
buildings on Armory street, Springfield, Mass., 
beside the Boston and Albany railroad track, 
were wholly burned at midnight on Thursday. 
The flames broke out at 11.30, and in less than 
one hour and a half there was not a consuma- 
ble particle left of the whole plant inside the 
charred and broken walls. The loss thus en- 
tailed will amount up to about $95,000, and the

The cause of the fire is supposed ro be spon- 
taneous combustion.

The Hampden Paint and Chemical Company 
was organized in 1852 by Chief Justice Chap- 
man, Dr. C. C. Chaffee, Ephraim W. and Geo. 
T. Bond, Edward Southworth and others. A 
two-story wooden building beside the Boston 
and Albany tracks was first occupied, the con- 
cern being for several years known as the Ser- 
pentine Paint and Fire-brick Company. After 
the present name was adopted the Armory 
street building of brick, two and a half stories 
high, with slated roof, was built. The 
business grew, and among its achieve- 
ments was the substitution of a home-made 
green paint for the costly imported Paris 
green article. For years the Hampden 
green was famous as the only product of the 
kind in the country.* Their green color, by 
the way, was used in the ink with which the 





ery moved from the old wooden structure, 
and were at the height of their busiest season. 
The fire will cause a severe loss to their trade. 
The new bnilding was used for making oil 
colors, grinding and mixing; the wooden 
building for storage chicfly,and the brick 
building on Armory street for making water 
colors. The present capital of the company is 
$100,000, Edward P. Chapin, ex-postmaster 
and present savings bank examiner, is the 
president, and EK. K. Baker treasurer. Sixty 
hands were employed, and the annual product 
of paints, colors, varnishes and chemicals 
amounted to $200,000, marketed chiefly in the 
United States and Canada.

Vegetable Oils. 
TUESDAY EVENING, May 29, 1888. 

Linseed oil is on a steady basis of 56c for city 
brands, with no prospect of achange either 
way; as crushers seem to be convinced that 
the market will gain in firmness, the tendency 
is for better prices. However, State oil 
can be bought for 52c on spot which 
is a fraction lower than at last writing, 
while Western oil is held at the usu- 
al figure of 58c. The only disturbing ele- 
ment this season, it is alleged, has been the 
offerings of New York and New Jersey State 
brands under the regular schedule to cause a 
movement. The unfavorable weather having 
depressed trade, a greater desire has been 
manifested by out of town crushers to market 
their product, but an improvement in business 
is expected to be caused by the desirable 
change in the weather, which occurred to-day. 

The cotton oil market has been character- 
ized during the week by a desire to concen- 
trate stocks, but the only material change in 
values has been in crude oil. The opinion 
seems to be gaining ground that higher prices 
will prevail as the season advances, and con- 
servative traders fully expect crude oil to 
reach 45c and summer yellow 50c, but why the 
difference in price should remain at 5c has not 
been explained. Operators who deal more in 
crude than refined believe that crude will be 
relatively higher than refined when there isa 
full realization of its scarcity. Buyers for 
actual consumption have been active lately, 
and there has been a noticeable improvement 
in the export inquiry.Foreign lard manufactur- 
ers have benn sending larger orders for white 
summer oil, and important transactions are 
reported in this article on export account. 
The business in prime crude includes 300 bbls 
at 39l¢c to arrive, 275 bbls at 40c, 616 bbls at 42c 
and 350 bbls in lots at 42@48. The inside quota- 
tion to-day is 42c for lots of 50 bbls or above, 
either on dock or in store, and holders appear 
to be indifferent sellers at that figure. Off 
grades have no regular schedule of values but 
are held close to the price of prime oil. Sum- 
mer yellow has a quiet demand, and while gen- 
erally quoted at 47c, it is claimed that 46c will 
buy important quantities. The character of 
the transactions changes with each day. At one 

ime yellow oil will be in greatest demand and 
at another, white oil has the preference. The 
latter had the call this week, as over 2,000 bbls 
were sold for domestic consumption and ship- 
ment abroad. Most of the business in white 
oil was on private terms for next month's de- 
livery, and transpired on Friday or Saturday, 
but 463¢c is very close to the figure realized 
for a portion of it. These sales could not be 
duplicated at the price named, as holders are 
firm in demanding 48c. Winter oils have a 
moderate jobbing movement at 54@55c, and 
soap stock is nominal at 134c, as there are no 
supplies on spot. Only a few scattering out- 
side lots of oil are offering, and these are gen- 
erally obtainable at slightly lower figures than 
quoted by principal holders, but not less than 
the regular market, which is ruled by a firm 
tone. There is still a deep-seated conviction 
that supplies will be exhausted before new 
crop Oil is ready for market, hence the desire 
to part with stocks sparingly. The New Or- 
leans market is unchanged at 3544@36ec for 
crude and 4@45c for summer yellow.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is slightly firmer, and 
there is an unusual uniformity in quotations. 
But one price is named for store lots, and 
that is 544, and for stock to arrive 5c is asked. 
No business of consequence has occurred, but 
all agree that the market looks better, as 
there are no influences to cause a weak mark- 
et, and the next arrival is not expected until 
September. Cochin oil continus neglected 
and nominal at 6@6\c. 

Olive oil is offering at 68c for Italian on dock, 
but less would buy. Spanish holds its own at 
73e, but without business, 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil has been quoted during the week at 
63c, but to-day 64c was asked for prime city, 
while extra No. lcommands 52@58e according 
to brand and qaantity. The market is devoid 
of the fluctuating tendency which has been a 
marked feature of trade in the past, and it is 
the belief that prices will continue on a steady 
basis with the tendency upward. Lard stear- 

ne isa factor in the market, and the recent 
advance in that article is well maintained, be- 
ing quoted at llKe. 

Saponified red oil is quoted at the previous 
prices of 444c for western on spot and 43c for 
city brands. Elaine oil is steady at unchanged 
figures. There is only a moderate demand for 
both articles. 

Holders of crude sperm oil in New Bedford 
continue to quote firm prices, but there is an 
absence of buyers. No recent arrivals are re- 
ported, The stock of crude oil at New Bed- 
ford is 16,380 bbls, The same remarks apply to 
crude whale oil, the stock of which is 4,300 bble 
at the eastern port. 

Whalebone has taken a fresh start after 
several weeks of dullness. Arctic bone has 
been taken to the extent of 15,200 Ibs at $2 45 
and 6,200 Ibs at $2 50 per Ib, also 1,000 lbs Japan 
at $2. An advance has been paid for arctic 
bone, as will be seen by the foregoing figures. 

Menhaden fish oil can ffnod no market at 
present writing. All interest is centered in 
the fishing developments but these have been 
confined to the territory south of Chesapeake 
Bay. Another month is expected to elapse 
before the northern’ fisheries get a 
start, and that time the available 
supply of oil, it is expected, will 
be nearly exhausted. There has been no de 
mand from pressers for some weeks, and pres- 
ent indications are not pointing in the di- 
rection os absolute want in the near future. 
The market for crude oil has lost some of its 
firmness because of the indifference manifest- 
ed by prospective buyers, but owing to the 
absence of business and offers, no price can be 
quoted, The whole line of fish oils is unusual- 
ly dull,

Mineral Oils. 

Only existing contracts are being filled in the 
lubricating oil trade there being an absence of 
fresh ordersfor most of the grades outside of 
parafline oils. The latter are still leading the 
market in the size of the movement, and re- 
finers are behind in meeting regular wants. 
This is said to be owing to the large export 
movement. Home buyers are not required to 
wait long however, as supplics are distributed 
with the view of filling urgent requirements, 
and all are served alike in this respect. 
Prices have not advanced in consequence, al- 
though there is room for a change. There 
is no probability of a higher market, 
as the present liberal outlet is 
partly attributed to popular prices 
and were a much higher range to be adopted’ 
it might occasion a decrease in business, Good 
oils at popular prices is the keynote of success 
which is now a marked feature of trade, Wool 
oils are meeting with a better sale at usual 
priees, which are generally uniform for the 
several brands. Very little demand is reported 
for Smith’s Ferry oil. Black reduced summer 
oil has opened the season at steady prices, and 

here is a curiosity to know how long this feel- 
ing will prevail. The weakness of summer oil 
dealers to meet competition is well known, but 
‘hey are not inclined to engage in another

Spermaceti has attracted more attention 
lately on account of important sales of stock 
from the Pacific coast which had been offering 
in this market and elsewhere for several 
months and had a bad effect upon the market. 
This load having been lifted it was expected 
that prices would improve, but supplies from 
other sources are offering at 33c, and possibly 
22c would buy. Particulars of the sales men- 
tioned have not transpired, as all parties inter- 
ested are non committal. 


Lard has a bearish element to contend with, 
but it is believed to be only temporary. Cash 
lard is difficult to place. Western steam has 
suffered a decline to 8 65@8 67%c and city 
steam to 8 23c. Refiners are inclined to lower 
their bids with each transaction’ Refined lard 
is quiet at 8 40@9 75c. 

Lard stearine owing to scarcity, is held up to 
114@l11\e, and oleo stearine is barely steady 
at 8igc. There is no demand for the latter and 
no further talk of importing French stearine. 

The tallow market has finally got down to 4c 
again, and this is considered a good price for 
prime city. Trade is dull. 


Naval Stores. 


Spirit turpentine. Taken on the whole the 
demand during the past week must be termed 
light, and of the jobbing order and the mar- 
ket throughout the week has been rather slow 
and uninteresting. The South has come weak, 
and has helped this market to assume an easier 
tone, which it has not been slow in doing. The 
week has been marked by free offerings, but 
buyers have been loth to enter the arena with 
the purpose of purchasing. The market closed 
dull to-day with the price a half cent below 
last week’s figure, namely, 36¢c. 


Rosin—A small business has been done in 
rosin, owing to two causes. namely, the ab- 
sence of stock of the grades wanted, viz., 
low grades, thereby prohibiting business, and 
the total absence of any demand for high 
grades, though they have been in liberal sup- 
ply. Asa consequence the former have been 
exceedingly firm, while the latter have been 
as exceedingly weak. As there are supplies of 
low grades on the way, however, the market 
will undoubtedly be in a better position very 
shortly. A general revision in prices will be 
noticed. The market closes dull to-day, at 
the following figures: Strained, $1 224%; good 
strained, $1 25, E; $1 2744; F, $1 3244; G, $1 3714; 
H, $1 42%; I, $1 55: K, $1 6244; M, $1 85; N,

The Indian Candle Trade. 


The following information respecting the 
Indian candle trade is extracted from a 
pamphlet written by Mr. George Watt,report- 
eron economic products to the government of 
India, which has been received from the India 
office: 


“The process of candle making, as practiced 
in Lucknow by the chandler or batti-saz, is 
very simple, and only the rudest kinds are 
made, resembling what are called in England 
‘dips.’ The native chandler splits a long bam- 
boo and makes a large hoop with it, and this 
he suspends from the ceiling, or else he has a 
rough round table. At intervals in the cir- 
cumference he cuts notches or grooves, and 
from these he suspends country cotton 
thread. He boils up fat (charbi) in a cauldron, 
and when it is at boiling point he takes a huge 
spoon or ladle (karchha) with a hole in the bot- 
tom, and filling it, so places it that the cooling 
liquid trickles down the suspended thread. 
These candles are made without reference to 
weight, but solely with reference to length, 
which ranges from a span (balist) to an ell 
(hath thar). Six seers of raw charbi cost about 
one rupee, and when boiled are reduced to 54 
seers, The fuel consumed is five seers of wood, 
eosting one anna. Two men will make 
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a pachenal (miscellaneous) 
dies in a day with these materials, 
and 1% chittacks of country thread to 
make wicks. The cost per thread will be 
about one anna. The workmen receive only 6 
paisa each per diem, and one anna for mis- 


cellaneous expenses, total 1-6 R. per diem. 


Thus, for an expenditure of 1-6 R. the batti- 
saz produces 5% seers of candles. These he 
sells wholesale at 234 seers for the rupee. This 
gives him 10 annas profit. The retailer also 
sells by weight at 244 seers per rupee. Colored 
candles are manufactured in the same way. 
The color is added to the fat when it is boiling, 
and is estimated to add about one anna to the 
cost price per seer. Wholesale dealers sell 
colored candles by weight, but retailers sell 
them by number.—Hoey, Trade and Manufac- 
tures of Northern India. 


It is interesting to add that the Lahore Ga- 
zetteer alludes to a new industry started in 
that city in which tallow candles are actually 
moulded. These are described as clean and 
free from smoke “as compared with the oil 
shama-dan or chirag,”’ and hence “it is no 
wonder they are coming into favor.” Balfour 
states that candles are made at Vizagapatam, 
Goa, Malabar, Patna, Calcutta, and Berham- 
pore. The largest trade in both wax and tal- 
low is conducted in Bombay, a fact that 
would perhaps point to a considerable candle 
industry probably existing in the Western 
Presidency. The imported articles, however, 
are everywhere gaining ground. In 1885-86 
the quantity of candles imported was 2,522,597 
lbs,, valued at 942,717 rupees: while in 1875-76 
the imports amounted to 1,963,875 lbs, estimated 
to be worth 7,91,629 rupees. The exports in 1885-86 
only reached 91,416 lbs., as against 12,622 lbs. in 
1875-76. Very little can be learned for certain 
as to the extént Indian fats and oils are em- 
ployed by the native candle makers. Writers 
on Indian economic subjects make mention of 
a limited number of vegetable oils in connec- 
tion with candles, but they do not definitely 
say whether they are actually used or are only 
suitable for that purpose. The following 
may be mentioned as the more important: 
Aleurites moluccana, animirta cocsulas, ara- 
chis hypogoea, Bassia buty racea, Bassia latif- 
olia, Bassia longifolia, Camellia theifera, Cana- 
rium commune, Corapa moluccensis, Cocos 
nucifera, Excvecaria sebifera, Garcinia indica, 
Garcinia morella, Melia azadirachta, Mesua 
ferrea, Rhus semialata, Salvadora oleoides, 
Sapindus trifoliatus, Sesamum indicum, Ster- 
culia foetida, Vateria indica. Whether any one 
of the above is ever likely to become an im- 
portant oil in candle-making cannot at pres- 
ent be definitely asserted. They may collect- 
ively, however, be designated the Indian veg- 
etable oils, which, at normal temperatures, 
show a tendency to become solid. This is cer- 
tainly one point in their favor, but many of 
them are “non-drying oils,” and doubtless con- 
tain an injurious amount of oleic acid.

Kerkook Petroleum 
Minor. 


Springs, Asia 


On the eastern side of the Tigris, in the 
neighborhood of Kerkook, are numerous pe- 
troleum and naptha springs which furnish 


employment for many of its people. The 
most abundant supply is obtained from the 
hills eround, but a good deal is collected on 
the surface of the water in ditches and stag- 
nant pools, Some years ago this petroleum 
was largely used in Bagdad and Bussorah, but 
as the natives do not understand how to refine 
it properly, it has of late years been superced- 
ed by Russion and American oil. If the proper 
scientific methods were used in refining it, it 
is probable that the oil from this region might 
become of great commercial importance, as it 
is inexhaustible in quantity, and even without 
a railroad transportation is easy by way of the 
Tigris and Persian Gulf of Bagdad, Bussorah. 
India and beyond. There is, it is said, no limit 
to the supply which might be procured from 
the hills about Kerkook and Arbela. These 
hills have been yielding bitumen and petrole- 
um since the time of Alexander the Great, at 
least, in whose honor Arbela was illuminated 
after his great victory over the Persians. The 
petroleum: springs from almost every hollow 
in the hills, As it rises from the earth it is of 
a brownish color with a greenish tinge. It 
quickly becemes opaque and hard, in which 
state it is easily broken with a shining resinous 
fracture. The natives use it for fuel to burn 
limestone and also to cover boats with. The 
boats which are covered with this substance 
look as if they were covered with a thick hide, 
Mr. Orattan Geary, thus describes the princi- 
pal spring, a funnel-shaped hollow ten or 
twelve yards in diameter: ‘*The hollow is tilled 
with a dark blackish brown substance, from 
the center of which salt water bubbles up and 
escapes to some salt ponds, where evaporating, 
its saline matter is left behind. Sometimes the 
water rises at intervals from the center in jets 
a foot and a half high and at others it bursts 
out in a considerable volume, raising the pe- 
troleum into huge bubbles, which burst and 
let the imprisoned water out with a gurgling 
noise. The pit is very deep in the center, but 
its shallowness at the edges permits the people 
to stand init up to their knees, while they 
with facility roll up the tenacious substance 
into masses which are carried away and placed 
to dry in the heat of thesun. When hardened 


it is sued chiefly for fuel for the burning of 
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limestone. The flames give a strong light and 
heat, and it leaves a small earthy residue after 
itis burned. Notwithstanding the quantity 
that is constantly drawn off, the petroleum 
always continues at the same level, and the 
| Hittitites say the supply in the pit is inexhaus- 
tible. The fluid skimmed off the water in the 
| ditches and marshy places in the neighborhood 
| of Kerkook is of a blackish green color and 
| smells abominably.

The Scotch Oil Trade. 


During the month of April the oil trade in 
Scotland has on the whole been quiet. The 
shale miners are still agitating to a limited ex- 
tent, but in the-meantime there are no serious 
signs of a renewal of ‘the unfortunate strike 
which lasted throughout so many months of 
last year. That this dispute proved detrimental 
to the interests of the miners is beyond ques- 
tion, and that it has had an unsatisfactory re- 
sult on the revenue of the companies will 
be shown by their balance-sheets for the year. 
Two of these have already been issued. As 
was the case twelve months ago, the Clippens 
Company have been unable to declare any 
dividend, and the directors have also been 
unable to write off the usual depreciation. 
The works have, however, been maintained in 
thorough order, and a balance of £2,098 has 
been carried to next year’s account. On the 
whole the report is not worse than was antici- 
pated, and it is satisfactory to notice that the 
directors are in a position to state that, asa 
result of the recent improvement in trade, the 
last quarter of the financial year shows stead- 
ily advancing rates of profit. Should the 
current quotations be maintained during this 
year the gain to the Clippens Company on its 
present output would add about £30,000 to the 
income of the present year as contrasted with 








that treated in the report. In the case 
of the Broxburn Company the _ divi- 
dend of 5 per cent. which has been de- 


clared is just what was expected. Including 
£981 brought from last year, the net profit was 
£12,467, of which £9,987 is absorbed in the pay- 
ment of the dividend, while £2,480 is carried 
forward to next year. Twelve monthsago the 
dividend paid by the company was 15 per cent. 
which was the first time in the history of this 
successful company that the record of 25 per 
cent had been broken. Of course it must be 
remembered that for five months of the year 
the Broxburn were hampered by the strike 
among their miners. The usual depreciation 
has been written off the reserve fund, which 
has been reduced from £25,000 to £13,467. As 
regards the present operations of the cempa- 
nies, the arrears in deliveries have been cleared 
off, and now the demand is practically nil. 
The association limit of 6d. per gallon still ap- 
plies to No. 1 quality, but there is not 
much business passing. Lubricating oils 
continue in fair request, with prices 
ranging from £6 to £8 per ton _ for 
885 to 895, according to quality. There is a 
want of business for the better class of oils, 
but the lighter gravities are in good demand, 
especially for gas and grease making. Sul- 
phate of ammonia has been extremely de- 
pressed during the month, and at present the 
quotation is £11 7s. 6d.,f.0.b. It is intended 
to start the manufacturé of ammonia at the 
Govan iron works—locally known as “Dixon's 
Blazes’’—which are situated on the south side 
of Glasgow and belong to Dixons. Already 
the practicability of recovering ammonia 
from blast furnaces has been demonstrated 
with success at other Scotch iron works. In 
the paratline candle trade the makers are 
going ahead selling on the basis of the associa- 
tion prices—viz., 44d. per pound for cheap 
quality—but as yet there are few transactions 
being recorded, as this is the off season and 
buyers have already stocked themselves with 
last year’s valances. There has not been much

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TuESDAY EVENING, May 29, 1888. 

The princ ipal feature of interest during the 
past week has been the lower range of prices 
which has prevailed. The general tendency 
of the market a week ago was believed to be 
to a higher range, anda majority of the ope~ 
rators predict ed that the week under review 
would witness a permanent advance above 
9c. The incoming of a couple of new wells, 
however, sent prices downward and the aver- 
age for the week has teen fully 3c below 
the average of the week previous. As 
there are several more wells nearing the sand, 
there is a feeling of uncertainty and 
a disposition on the part of both the bulls and 
bears to await further developments before 
extending their operations. There has been 
an unusual number of rumors and reports of 
disaffection among the members to the shut- 
down movement and of new drilling enter- 
prises, very few of which had any foundation 
in fact, but every rumor having a bearish 
tendency, however improbable, is seized upon 
by the bear party to further their schemes 
and the market cuntinues peculiarly sensitive 
to bear influences. The incoming of a new 
well which temporarily adds 1.000 bbls per 
day to the production is sufficient to break 
the price notwithstanding that the consump- 
tion exceeds the production by over 12,000 
bbls per day, and the stocks are being steadily 
reduced to that extent. Trading has again 
been extremely light, and has for the most 
part been confined to the professional specu- 
lators, who, however, have been operating 
with extreme caution; and to this fact is 
due the lack of excitement usually at- 
tending an important break in _ price. 
There is still no indication of a_ revi- 
val of interest in petroleum’ specula- 
tion on the part of outside operators, who ap- 
parently fear a bad break should they begin 
operations on the long side. The outlook for 
a permanent advance is now less encouraging 
than it was a week ago and unless some new 
combination is formed or important develop- 
ments made which will induce outside opera- 
tors to actively enter the field, the markct can 
hardly be expected to recover from the dull- 


ness’ that has been a character- 
istic feature during the past few weeks. 
The transactions during the past week 


show a large decrease from those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 3,891,000 bbls 
against 6,291 000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 16,834,000 bbls, against 16,256,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported forthe other four exchanges 
amounted to 35,312,000 bbbls against 33.233,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached on Satur- 
day, when &7¥4c was touched. The lowest 
point of the week was 847gc,and was touched 
on Wednesday. The opening price last Wed- 
nesday was 86l4¢c,and the close this evening 
was at 85}¢c, showing the loss as a result of the 
week's trading of lc, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 23¢c.

The Snee well, on 
the Swindeman farm at Brush Creek about 
midway between the Chambers Oil Company’s 
wells and the Munhall wells, is through the 
sand and dry. The Brush Creek wells are hun- 
dred-foot producers. The well drilled by the 
Allegheny butchers on the Bickle farm, near 
Bakerstown, is likewise through the hundred- 
foot and pushing on for the lower sands. This 
well obtained a limited showing in that rock, 
it was tubed and tested, and the yield being 


unsatisfactory the tubing was pulled out 
and the drill resumed, This practi- 
eally kills the venture. The hundred- 


foot is considered to be the true producing 
horizon of that region. On the Bean farm, 
near Evans City, Pat Golden and a few friends 
drilled an experimental] well, trusting to tap 
a supposed outlet from Jack White’s hundred 
foot producer on the Goering farm. He miss- 
ed calculations; his well is dry. Jack White 
appears to be drilling in desperate luck, his well 
on the Powell Ash farm is 40 feet in the hun- 
dred-foot, and so far as experiments have 
gone forward, itis dry. This well, which has 
considerable gas, is wvorthwest of his 
Goering farm wells. On the Hoon 
farm, in advance of Greece City devel- 
opments, John Arters, Phin Burchfield and 
the lucky Leideckers have scored a dry well, 
as to oil, but a gusher as to gas. There is 
some prospect of retrieving some of their 
’ lost wealth out of the gas. Down in the south 
end of Saxonburg, on the Smalley farm, Pat 
Golden and Dan Wuller found a duster, hard

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the same farm ashort time previously. This 
shuts out all hope of extension from the Ad- 
derhold farm, but the investment is a good 
one if it is a dead loss, for next to 
knowing where oil is, it is equally im- 
portant to realize where it is not to be 
found. Against these dismal dusters, on the 
Smalley farm, Liggitt & Haymaker found a 
well on the Crawford farm that yields better 
than 100 bblsaday. Mr. Dae Johnson, who 
is an authority on Butler territory, expressed 
the view that the Crawford farm would pro- 
duce more oil than all the Saxonburg field 
besides. He thinks the Crawford farm gave 
the big wells around it their principal back- 
ing.

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Kerosene in Ceylon. 
BY CONSUL W. MOREY. 


COLOMBO, March 20, 1888, 

The steamship Glendower brings the first 
consignment of Russian kerosene oil that has 

reached this port, and further regular ship- 
ments are expected by Messrs. Freudenberg 
& Co. If this oil be landed here in quantities 
to suit the trade, it may in time supersede the 
American article, which can only be brought 
here in full sailing-vessel cargoes. We should, 
however, prefer to see India and Ceylon ob- 
taining thelr oil from Burmah rather than 
from Russia.—Times of Ceylon, January 11, 1888, 

The first shipment of this oil, about 30,000 
cases, expected per steamship Glendower, has 
been sold, and we hear that a further lot of 
20,000 to 30,000 cases to be shipped per steam- 
ship Glengoil, due here from Batoum about 
the middle or end of April, is now offered for 
sale by the same importers.—Times of Ceylon, 
February 11, 1888. 

The Straits Times has the following: 

There are said to be nineteen shipments of 
Russian kerosene oil from Batoum now on 
their way to India. According to a Bombay 
paper this sudden development of a new trade 
is due to the Muscovite having profited to an 
unexpected extent by the mistake committed 
by American shippers, who mixed an uncon- 
scionable quantity of water with some recent 
shipments of oilfor the Indian market. Ba- 
toum oil is more crude than the product of 
the Pennsylvania wells, but for burning in 
lamps it is practically quite as good as, and is 
at all events better than, water. At first, the 
native dealer, conservative in all hisinstincts, 
hesitated to take the Russian oil instead of the 
American, to which he had become accus- 
tomed. But the greater cheapness of the 
cruder oil has resulted in its wide use, and the 
doubt thrown on American oil by the unfor- 
tunate shipments of an adulterated article to 
Calcutta seems to have given the advantage 
to the Russian oil. 

Whether our “wooden nutmeg” friends have 
been trying the same little game on with the 
oil imported into Ceylon we do not know, but 
the first consignment of Russian oil has al- 
ready reached Colombo and been sold. When 
is Burmah going to supply the Indian market 
with oil ?—Times of Ceylon, March 19, 1888, 

The above paragraphs are not strictly true 
nevertheless they allude to a subject of great 
interest to American exporters, inasmuch as 
kerosene oil being the principal commodity 
sent from the United States to the East, any- 
thing affecting its status here hasan important 
bearing on the industry. 

It is true that about 13,000 gallons of Russian 
kerosene, packed in cases containing each two 
four imperial (nominally five gallon) cans, 
closely imitating American packages, were im- 
ported here from Batoum, via Bombay last 
year, and sold at about the same price as 
American oil. 

Thirty thousand cases direct from Batoum 
have also been sold to arrive at 3.95 rupees 
($1 34 gold) per case; but as a matter of fact, 
excepting the small consignment above stated, 
no Russian kerosene has been seen here, and 
there is none in the place now. 

The last cargo of Americen oil (60,000 cases) 
sold at an averagt price of 375 rupees per case, 
and was delivered here in August, 1887. Since 
then the importations have been inconsider- 
able, owing to a desire among the importers 
to avail themselves of the Russian oil, which 
it appeared could be delivered here at a price 
better 6 per cent. below that of American oil. 

This suspension of imports led to a scarcity 
of oil, causing an enhancament in price, thus 
facilitating the introduction of the Russian 
product to this market. 

The “Daylight” brand of American oil is 
now retailing at 7.50 rupees per case, and “Re- 
gent” at 5 rupees per case, say $255 and $1 70. 
respectively. This great difference in price, 
however, is abnormal, as hitherto it has usually 
been about $0.35 per case in favor of “Day- 
light” oil. 

In-wy Report No. 130, May 11, 1881, I pointed 
out bow this (then new) market for kerosene 
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might be stimulated and held by American 
dealers. The import then was only 7,000 cases 
or 56,000 gallons per annum, whereas last year 
54,090 cases or 432,000 gallons were imported, a 
result, by the way, far surpassing my own pre- 
diction, and accomplished spontaneously with- 
out any special effort on the part of American 
shippers or manufacturers. 


Natural Gas in China. 


Consul Denby, writing to the Department 
of State, from Peking, March 10, sends the fol- 
lowing extract of an account given by Baron 
von Richtofen of natural gas wells in China 
which may be interesting: 

These wells are found in Sz’chwan, near a 
town called Tsz-lin-tsing. In an area of twen- 
ty-seven li (9 miles) diameter salt wells are 
found. To make a well the Chinese use a long 
and elastic bamboo pole, supported in the 
middle by a cross piece, a rope made by coup- 
ling the ends of long (not twisted) slices of 
bamboo, and an iron instrument which weighs 
320 catties (catty=144 pounds). The rope is 
fastened on the thin end of the pole, and the 
iron on the end of the rope. A slight up and 
down motion of the thick end of the pole 
makes the iron hop and bore a vertical hole 
with its broad, sharpened edge. The ground 
to be perforated consists chiefly of sandstone 





and = clay. When a portion of the 
rock is mashed clear water is  pour- 
ed into the hole, a long bamboo tube 


with a valve in the Lottom is lowered and the 
turbid water raised to the top. Pipes of cy- 
press wood are rammed in to protect the sides 
of the pored hole and to prevent the water 
contained in the surrounding ground from 
getting access to the well; the pipes are at- 
tached to each other at the ends with nails, 
hemp and tun, oil. The inver width of the 
pipes is about 5inches. As the work proceeds 
the pipes are rammed deeper, and a new one 
attached on the top; the rope, too, is made 
longer. At a depth varying from 70 to 100 
chang (700 to 1,000 feet) the brine is struck, 
and the well is fit for use. The brine is raised 
to the top through long bamboo tubes and 
bamboo ropes, as described, by means of a 
horsewhim, and then carried to large pans for 
evaporation, or led to them through bamboo 
pipes. 

Besides these wells there are others which 
are bored to the depth of from 1,800 to 2,000 
feet. At that distance below the surface pe- 
troleum is struck. Immediately on reaching 
it an inflammatory gas escapes with great vio- 
lence. Work is now stopped and a wooden cap 
fastened over the mouth of the pit, perforated 
by several rows of round holes. In each of 
them a bamboo pipe is inserted, and through 
these the gas is led under the evaporation 
pans. The pipes ramify, and on each end a 
tapering mouthpiece, terminating in a small 
aperture, is attached. The gas is then used for 
evaporating the brine. 

The enterprising spirit which induced the 
Chinese to examine the ground at so great a 
depth is said to have had its origin in the dry- 
ing up of a brine pit. The proprietor was in 
hopes of meeting brine at a greater depth, but 
found instead the gas. 

When the country was infested with rebels 
during the Taiping rebellion they removed the 
cap from one of the gas pits and set fire to it. 
Since that time, or at least up to the time that 
Baron Richtofen wrote, a long column of fire 
rose from that pit, and it is considered nearly 
impossible to stop the flame. 

The gas pits and brine pits are owned sepa- 
rately by corporations. The owners are sub- 
jected to the control of the government. The 
government monopoly is in the hands of the 
“Taotai,”’ who resides at the place. The salt 
works of Tsz-lin-tsing yield considerable reve- 
nue to the government, and have besides en- 
riched numerous proprietors, and give occu- 
pation toa numerous population. The num- 
ber of “fire pits” is twenty-four, and the salt 
pits are innumerable. Some of them do not 
enjoy the advantages of gas. The brine is 
evaporated with grass and wood. 

There are salt pits in neighboring localities 
on the Min River, but no gas pits.

The Analysis of Fixed Oils. 


In the analysis of mixed oils, says William 
Fox, F.C. 8., in the Plumbers’ and Gasjfitters’ 
Review, the specific gravity is of the greatest 
importance; as an instance: A lubricating oil 
has a specific gravity of 940; on saponification 
and extracting the solution of soap with ether 
40 per cent. of mineral or unsaponitiable oil is 
obtained having a specific gravity of ‘910. 
From these figures a simple calculation will 
give the specific gravity of saponifiable oil,

clude that we have a mixture of castor oil, or 
it may be # blown oil or a Russian mineral.

the soap is of adark brown color blown oil is 
present, if of a light color it will be castor oil, 
and as castor oil will not mix with mineral oil 
we shall have some 3 per cent. of oleic acid, or 
the same amount of any vegetable oil. The 
viscosity will show as to whether the mineral 
oil is Russian or American, the viscosity ef 910 
Russian oil being six times greater than Amer- 
ican of the same gravity. The viscosity of oils 
may be determined by allowing the sample to 
be examined to run out of a narrow orifice of 
any suitable vessel—aicc, pipette answers 
well. The pipette is standardized by noting 
thre number of seconds required by pure re- 
fined rape oil of ‘916 specific gravity and 15°5*° 
C. to run out of the pipette. The orifice of the 
pipette should be of such a size that these sec- 
onds should number from 90 to 100. This isa 
very simple method of taking the viscosity of 
oils, but is quite as accurate in the result as 
the complicated and costly apparatus sold for 
the same purpose. Having noted the seconds 
required by rape oil, which say was 95, and 
that of a 910 Russian mineral, which required 
468 seconds, we get as

The following note on the utilization of this 
substance by the Societe Oleo Graisse has been 
compiled from data supplied by Mr. Rave, the 


inventor of the process employed by them. 


The acid tar above described is kneaded with 
iron borings or filings, copper or zinc or other 
metallic cuttings, the material preferred being 


iron cuttings or borings. The iron is prefera- 


bly somewhat in excess of the theoretic quan- 


tity required to neutralize the sulphuric acid. 
After more or less prolonged contact, depend- 
ant upon the basic material used, and its de- 
gree of fineness, the sulphuric acid will be 
found to have combined with the metallic 
base. The mass is now introduced into heated 
receptacles, and water (preferably boiling) is 
added. The metallic sulphate dissolves and 
separates from the black mass, and the latter 
melts and rises to the surface. It is withdrawn 
from the receptacle and is found to have all 
the mechanical properties of the best purified 
soft bitumen, well washed with hot water to 
remove all trace of salts, and the washing wa- 
ters are used to dissolve out fresh quantities 
of salts ina succeeding operation. The un- 
combined metal falls to the bottom. 

The watery solution containing the metallic 
sulphate and other salts is now drawn off from 
the aforesaid recptacle into reservoirs, where 
the salts crystallize out. 

The black mass or bitumen, being too soft 
for many purposes, is placed in a still, and 
heated till it assumes the required degree of 
hardness. The hydrocarbons given off in this 
operation are collected and used as naphtha. 
The resulting bitumen is very pure and can be 
used for almost all purposes for which the 




























purest native bitumens are used, while at the 
same time it isso elastic and malleable as to 
strongly resemble india rubber; hence it is 
largely sold by the company under the name 
of “mineral caoutchotic-bitumen.”

fied bitumen. If the bitumen be further heated 
in the still, till a large part of the volatile mat- 
ter is expelled, and only about six-tenths of 
the original soft bitumen is left, a material 
soluble in naphtha, but nearly as hard and 
tough as ebonite, is obtained. This material is 
an extremely good non-conductor of elec- 
tricity, is unacted upon by acids or alkalies, 
and is therefore admirably adapted for making 
galvanic batteries, for coating acid tanks,con- 
ducting wires and cables for insulation plates, 
and the like. It can be made of various de- 
grees of hardness by stopping the distillation 
at different points, and in the heated state can 
be pressed into molds so as to assume any re- 
quired form. It can thus be used as a substi- 
tute for papier mache, and if required to be 
still more unbreakable, can be rolled round a 
canvas or wireor other metallic skeleton, or 
have fibrous matter pulped up with it. Speci- 
mens of insulating plates and of wires coated 
with the softer variety are here exhibited. 

If the mineral caoutchouc-bitumen be mixed 
with about 40 per cent. of sawdust, and a little 
lime heated in an iron vessel, and pressed into 
molds, it makes an admirable fuel, burning 
well in a fireplace without melting, and with 
little ash. It will probably come into much 
use in Southern Russia and on the Caspian,and 
in other places where petroleum is abundant 
and solid fuel dear. The purified bitumen sub- 
mitted to destructive distillation in a gas re- 
tort is stated to equal the best qualities of coal 
as a gas producer. 

The “mineral caoutchouc-bitumen” dissolves 
readily in petroleum, naphtha, and other light 
hydrocarbons, and forms an excellent tough 
black varnish, samples of which are shown on 
the table. The varnish is waterproof and ad- 
heres very tightly to metal, not chipping or 
scratching off so easily as Brunswick black or 
Japan varnish. The bitumen also forms com- 
pounds with rosin, wax, pitch and other like 
materials, with qualities intermediate between 
those of their constituents. If the bitumen 
be heated in a still it gives off about half its 
weight of liquid hydrocarbons. These have 
not been thoroughly examined, but like the 
distillation products of raw petroleum, the 
first products are light naphthas, then come 
good burning oils, then heavy oils resembling 
the higher members of the paraffin series. 
The light naphtha-like products and the illu- 
minating oils form about one-third of the 
original weight of the bitumen, the heavy oils 
another sixth,and a bright metallic-looking 
carbon, samples of which are herewith shown, 
the remaining 50 per cent. This carbon is sin- 
gularly pure, very hard, so that it will scratoh 
giass, and strongly resembles metal in appear- 
ance. It is a remarkably good conductor of 
electricity, and is an excellent material for 
plates for batteries, electric arc carbons, mi- 
crophones, and other like electrical requisites, 
while being nearly pure carbon, and therefore 
burning without ash, it will be found very use- 
ful as a fuel in various chemical processes. To 
sum up: at the expense of the requisite 
quantity of iron cuttings or oxide, the 
entire sulphuric acid in the material is ob- 
tained as green vitriol. One-half the weight 
of the original acid tar is utilized as soft bitu- 
men, or this is still further differentiated, and 
this 50 per cent. is converted into—

It will thus be seen that whichever mode of 
utilizing be adopted, there is an enormous 
profit. The raw material is pracjically inex- 
haustible, it being estimated at about three 
million tons per annum in the United States 
alone, while probably a hundred thousand 
tons could be oblained in Great Britain at the 
present time. The utilization, too, of this 
hitherto waste product would make it more 
profitable to import the raw petroleum into 
this country, instead of having it partially re- 
fined on the other side of the Atlantic. In this 
way the supply of raw material would be 
largely increased. The demand for most of 
the manufactured products is equally inex- 
haustible. The Societe Oleo Graisse are the 
sole firm at present engaged in this new indus- 
try, and they bave only been a few months at 
work,—Jour. Soc. Chem. Ind.

The Cinchona Outlook. 


The following interesting article, full of im- 
portant conclusions regarding cinchona bark 
prospects, is taken from the editorial columns 
of the Tropical Agriculturist just received 
from Ceylon: 

Cinchona bark is a subject of very consider- 
able importance still to a large number of 
planters and merchants in this colony as well 
astonota few in southern India and Java. 
And we are glad to say that the outcome of 
the large amount of information which we are 
enabled to lay before our readers to-day, is on 
the whole reassuring to holders of bark in 
esse or in posse—to those ready to place their 
crops on the market during the present or 
next year, as well as to those who may be 
counting on a better market a few years 
hence. 

This reassurance arises mainly from the 
fact that, while the available supply of bark 








. in Ceylon is by no means the unlimited quan- 
. tity that our exports of recent years led many 


to suppose, we have abundance of evidence to 
show that the possible supply from Java has 
been greatly exaggerated. The two great 
factors to a proper understanding of the 
future course of the bark and quinine mar- 
kets are undoubtedly the extent of the Ceylon 
and Java supplies. In respect of the former, 
we trust ina very few weeks now, to be able, 
from the information collected for our direc- 
tory, to give the best approximation that can 
be made of the number of trees and quantity 
of bark available in Ceylon. In the case of 
Java, the discrepancies in successive reports 
are so great that very many consider it will be 
impossible to make sure of the quantity of 
bark that can be sent from private planta- 
tions in that island until a competent and 
thoroughly trustworthy Ceylon agent has 
been sent to travel over the cinchona plan- 
tations there and to draw up a reliable report. 
Mr. Wm. Mackenzie has been nominated to us 
as the kind of planting representative specially 
adapted for this duty; but unfortunately this 
gentleman has just gone to Europe. It is pos- 
sible, however, that after all the information 
now available is digested, the necessity for a 
special mission may not be so apparent. In 
the first place, we take to ourselves blame 
for not more distinctly keeping before 
our readers during the past three years the 
great fact that everybody interested in 
the Java cinchona industry is specially inclined 
to exaggerate its importance—to magnify the 
approaching and future exports both in quan- 
tity and value of bark, for the very simple 
reason that only by so doing can they imagine 
it possible to put a stop to the further devel- 
opment of the marvellous resources for cin- 
chona production possessed by Ceylon. About 
three years ago, the chairman of a Java 
Planters’ Association, while on a visit to Cey- 
lon, frightened well-nigh every holder of bark 
with avery exaggeizted picture—to say the 
least—of the cinch. ta planted area in Java, 
he spoke of 35,000 oc: 8 planted on private 
plantations (withi. _ Wn ken), mainly cov- 
ered with trees 510 )jeuts old, so far un- 
touched, because vlus gvrocess had not 
been understood, wot on to antici- 
pate that on his retus cver:yoody would be- 
gin shaving, with the esutt that several mil- 
lions of Ibs. of rich bark would very speedily 
take the place of the few hundreds of thou- 
sands of Ibs., hitherto exported. It is quite 
possible that the warning so frequently given 
upeountry and through our columns by the 
Java chairman had somewhat to do with the 
enormous exports of inferior bark from Cey- 
lon in seasons 1885-6 and 1886-7; for it was nat- 
ural to give some weight to the statement 
that there would be no market at all for or- 

































dinary Ceylon bark after the period named by 
Mr. Mundt. That period has long ago elapsed; 
but the exports by millions of lbs. from Java 
have yet to come, and so far as we can judge, 
we may wait many years before Java sends 
treble the comparatively moderate quantity 
shipped last year. 

We may as wellat once give our latest expe- 
rience of the exaggeration attending Java cin- 
chona information. We were favored witha 
call a few days ago from Herr Anton Kessler, 
the owner of an extensive coffee and cinchona 
plantation in Java. He called on us on his 
way to Europe a year ago, and rather added to 
the prevalent alarm as to what Java was to do. 
On the present occasion Mr. Kessler was full 
of a statement whish he had seen attributed 
to the director of the government cinchona 
gardens in Java—a statement made, he be- 
lieved, at a public assembly—to the effect that 
he (the director) could easily export from the 
government gardens alone, two million pounds 
of bark of fine quality (5 or 6 per cent.) and 
keep this up for many years. If that be the 
case, Mr. Kessler added, we, private planters, 
can easlly send three or four times this quan- 
tity and of bark rising to an average of 6 per 
cent. But here the will was clearly father to 
the thought. The day after Mr. Kessler left 
us came the director’s official report for the 
last quarter of 1887, which, specially translated 
for our issue, can be read in another column, 
and in it not one word occurs about an export 
of “two million pounds.” On the contrary 
Hr. van Romunde estimates his total crop of 
1888 at 850,000 half kilograms or 930,000 
pounds. There are some other interesting 
facts in the report—in reference to the prices 
obtained for seed (the highest being R28 per 
ounce for ledgeriana) and the 80 pounds of 
bark got from a famous mother led- 
geriana tree probably twenty years old, 
which had to be uprooted, But the great fact 
of all is that from the eight plantations (rang- 
ing from 1,250 to 1,900 feet above sea level) 
under his charge, Hr. van Romunde expects a 
crop of less than 1,000,000 pounds in 1888, while 
his total of trees planted out is 867,000 ledger- 
iana (including 180,000 grafts on succirubra 
well spoken of), 171,500 officinalis, 36,000 others, 


and about 600,000 succirubra trees; total, 
1,665,500.* 
As rds private plantations in Java, our 


correspondents enter into calculations which 
cannot fail to show the absurdity of the pre- 
tensions made by Java alarmists as to the 
quantity which they can year by year hence- 
forward throw on the markets of the world. 
Without going so far as 170,000, the Java plant- 
ers’ chairman was certainly responsible for 
stating 35,000 acres as the area planted with 
cinchona in private plantations. Now, in 
place of discussing the Amsterdam Circular or 
Market Report and its rather wild fig- 
ures, or an extract from the Indian Agri- 
culturist (probably taken from our own 
columns, ciphers being strangely dropped 
in the reprinting in Calcutta)—we may fall 
back upon the report made by British 
Consul Neill of Batavia to the Ceylon Govern- 
ment on the 18th of January, 1887. Init he 
embodied the estimate of the Java Planters’ 
Association, framed in answer to an official 
application, to the effect that 21,000 acres was 
the area privately planted; the number of 
trees planted was given at 30 millions (of 
which 14 millions were succirubra), and the 
crop for 1887 estimated at 1,433,250 lbs. At the 
same time the area planted in the Government 
gardens was given at 1,778 acres, and we feel 
sure it cannot be over 1,900 acres now for the 
1,665,500 trees planted out. That would give 
about 880 trees per acre, a much more likely 
proportion than can be deduced from the 
statement of 30 miliion trees on the private 
plantations. Unless this latter figure includes 
plants in nurseries, we would certainly feel 
inclined with our correspondents to reduce 
the number by one-half and say 15 million 
trees, of which not more than half can be led- 
gers capable of giving 2 to 3 lbs. of bark on 
being coppiced. We call attention to Mr. 
Hamilton's estimate, based on very similar 
figures, for the Java export from next 
year. But it must be especially noted 
that it is, in Mr. Hamilton’s opin- 
ion, & maximum estimate when he puts 
down 4% million lbs. of ledger bark from 
private plantations and % million from the 
government gardens, besides 144 million suc- 
cirubra bark from both sources or a total of 
634 million pounds. Mr, Hamilton does good 
service by contrasting the results in quinine 
of the Java maximum bark export, with the 
total consumption of the world, showing that 
Java is not likely to supply one-half the re- 
quirements. All this is very reassuring. But 
when we turn to Mr. Rivers Hicks’ calcula- 
tions, the competition of Java shrinks into 
even less proportions. We would be inclined, 
however, in view of the larger acreage taken 
to exceed Mr, Rivers Hicks, while cutting 
down Mr. Hamilton's estimate, and to put the 
Java exports for 1889 at quite 3 million pounds 
less, that is: Bark from private gardens—Led- 
ger, 3 millions; succirubra, 2 millions; total, 5 
million pounds. Government gardens—ledger, 
70,000 millions; succirubra, 250,000 millions; to- 
tal, 1 million pounds, 

But even more important is our alteration of 
the proportions of ledger and succirubra 
bark based on the admission of the Java

Planters’ Association itself that nearly half 
the trees in the private plantations were suc- 
cirubra. This is very important; for it reduces 
the result in quinine as follows:

—areduction of 570,000 ounces of quinine, 
that would leave about 5,000,000 ounces of 
quinine to be made up by Ceylon, Indian and 
American barks, and if this colony had only 
three out of the five millions to provide for, 
we should have to ship of our two per cent. 
average bark at least 9,000,000 Ibs. In other 
words even when Java comes into full com- 
petition from next year onwards with her 
private supply of bark, there ought, year by 
year, to bea fair demand and remunerative 
price for as much as nine or ten millions of 
Ceylon bark.

Portland Cement from Lime Mud. 


(Read before the Society of Chemical Indug- 
try at Liverpool University, by Mr. J. 8. 
Rigby.) 

The question of waste products in the man- 
ufacture of alkali has long becn a source of 
trouble to the manufacturer, and any feasible 
method of disposing of the same must be 
hailed with satisfaction, especially where such 
method is at once a means of disposal and at 
the same time a source of profit. 

In bringing this matter before the public, I 
have been encouraged by some of the largest 
alkali makers in the trade, who manufacture 
Portland cement from lime mud. 

Portland cement, as most of you are aware, 
takes its name from its resemblance to 
Portland stone. The seat of the manufacture 
is on the Thames and Medway, where it is 
made from chalk and mud, both existing in 
almost unlimited quantities in the same neigh- 
borhood. A comparatively small quantity is 
produced in North Wales from the carbonifer- 
ous limestone, and in the Midlands from the 
Lias limestone, which contains from 10 to 2 
per cent. of silica and alumina, with a small 
percentage of oxide of iron. It is ground by 
the aid of suitable machinery as finely as pos- 
sible and mixed with shale (in the same fine 
state of division) containing silica and alumina 
in such proportions that will produce approx- 
imately a cement corresponding to the follow- 
ing analysis : 





It is of the highest importance that the lime 
should exist in as near the quantity named as 
possible, a very slight divergence would alter 
the quality of the cement very materially; an 
excessive quantity of clay would give a 
cement of a brown color having a low tensile 
strain. Lime in excess is also to be deprecated 
for it necessitates the purging of the cement, 
as it is termed—that is, the cemrnt is spread 
out on floors so as to admit of the hydration 
of the lime; in some of the works where the 
cement is produced from limestone, it is usual 
to keep it for two months, turning it from 
time to time, thus entailing considerable ex- 
pense, 

Makers of cement have suffered severe 
losses through their lack of knowledge, in not 
being able to ascertain the quality, or estimate 
the comphnent parts of the cement producing 
mixture, Some of the large works now em- 
ploy chemists, and so carry on the business in 
a scientific manner, 

It will be seen from what has been stated 
that it is essential in the production of ce- 
ment to have a carbonate of lime in as finea 
state of division as possible, either in the form 
of ground limestone or chalk, 

Carbonate of lime, as a by product, has been 
produced by alkali manufacturers for the 
past thirty years, and in a state that will com- 
pare favorably with the finest ground lime- 
stone, or even chalk, This substance, com- 
monly known as lime mud, has always been a 
source of trouble to the manufacturer. To 
use it as a substitute for limestone in the black 
ash mixing retards the process very consider- 
ably, owing to the amount of water the mud 
contains, the best appliances in the shape of 
filter beds and pumps failing to reduce moist- 
ure to much less than 30 per cent. 

Some manufacturers have sent the lime mud 
away as refuse. at a considerable expense, 
whilst others run it into the river. 

When alkali was of far greater value than it 
isat the present day, there was not the same 
necessity to study economy so strictly; now 
we find what have been hitherto waste pro- 
ducts, have been utilized with considerable 
advantage. Inthe case of lime mud, having 
experimented with it (some two years ago) 
witha view to manufacturing Portland ce- 
ment, I came to the conclusion that by proper 
manipulation, and by washing the mud as free 
from alkali as possible, and eliminating the 
sulphur compounds, the alkali manufacturer 
had in his hands a substance as valuable for 
cement making as chalk, with the advantage 
over the latter substance of being free from 
flints, and in a state ready for mixing with the 
least possible trouble, 

In the first instance I made a cement from 
the lime mud without the latter being puri- 
fied, and found it produced a cement of a very 


uncertain nature; when made into briquettes 


and placed in water, they frequently crumbled 


away, or if they held together at all, a very 








slight strain caused them to break. The 
cement had also an unpleasant slippery feel 
with it when taken from the water; it also 
evolved sulphuretted hydrogen when treated 
with an acid. I expected that the sulphur 
compounds would have been decomposed by 
coming in contact with the CO, evolved in 
the decomposition of the Ca C O, during the 
process of making the clinker in the kilns, but 
in every instance I found sulphides present, 
Knowing that it was most important that 
Portland cement should be free from sul- 
phides, I endeavored to eliminate them from 
the lime mud; I found by passing C O, through 
a mixture of lime mud and water, a chalk was 
produced that quite answered by expecta- 
tions; the C O, can be obtained from the kiln 
during the decomposition of the slurry (a 
technical term for the mixture of clay and 
chalk). It has also suggested itself to me that 
the C O, from the above process could be used 
in Chance’s process for the recovery of sul- 
phur from alkali waste, instead of burning 
limestone especially for that purpose, or the 
new process of Simpson and Parnell for the 
same purpose, now being worked by the Lan- 
cashire Sulphur and Alkali Company, at their 
works, Widnes. 

I will now give you a brief description of my 
process for the manufacture of cement from 
lime mud. It is very similar to the method 


adopted in ordinary cement works, with the 


exception that the chalk or lime mud requires 
purification before being calcined. Either be- 


fore or during the process of mixing the lime ; 


mud and clay (say the latter) I take the lime 
mud direct from the filters, after being washed 


as free from alkali as possible, and mix with a 
good unctuous clay in such proportions that 


will produce a cement corresponding to analy- 


sis already mentioned. It is highly important 
that every attention be paid to procuring a re- 


liable clay of regular quality, for upon this 


depends the success of the operation; an up- 
land clay, containing as it generally does a 


considerable amount of sand, will not produce 
nearly so good a cement as that made from 
river mud, which is an alluvial deposit and 
free from the impurities contained in the up- 
land clay. 

After the lime mud and clay have been thor- 


oughly mixed with a sufficient quantity of wa- 


ter to reduce it toa consistency that will ad- 
mit of its flowing easily, I run it on toa drying 
bed to a depth of from a foot to fifteen inches 
(the drying bed consists of aseries of flues cov- 
ered with tiles at the end next to the fire and 
iron plates at the cool end, so as to utilize the 
heat as much as possible). Heat is generated 
in ordinary fire places and passes through the 
series of flues to the chimney; the drying 
operation occupies about four days. The heat 
causes the mixture to crack, and generally 
forms pieces of a convenient size for handling. 

By using a kiln that .was patented some 
years ago, the drying on the beds mentioned is 
obviated, and a great saving effected both in 
fuel and labor. The kiln is so constructed 
that the heat generated during the calcining 
process dries the slurry, and is at the same 
time convenient to the kiln for charging. 

The slurry, as you now see, is a mechanical 
mixture of lime mud and clay; cement is sup- 
posed to be a silicate of alumina and calcium, 
but as yet we have no decided authority upon 
the matter. To effect the decomposition of 
the mixture it is placed in kilns, with alternate 
layers of coke, until the kilns are filled. The 
kilns now being used by the Widnes Alkali Co. 
at their Seacombe works, are the ordinary 
dome kilns, and will contain when filled 30 tons 
slurry, and will produce about 20 tons of 
clinker. A very high temperature is attained 
during the process of decomposition, which 
occupies on an average about three days. The 
eyes or openings in the kiln, which have been 
looseiy built up with bricks and plastered, are 
now opened, and the clinker allowed to cool, 
one or two bars are then removed from the 
bottom of the kiln, and the clinker with very 
little assistance is discharged on to the floor, 
to be loaded into barrows and conveyed to the 
crusher. Any pieces that have not been de- 
composed are put aside to go into the next 
kiln. 

It is an easy matter to judge what quality of 
cement the clinker will produce, by its appear- 
ance as it leaves the kiln. 


A clinker produced from a slurry containing 
an excessive quantity of clay, upon coming 
into contact with the atmosphere, will gradu- 
ally disintegrate, forming a fine powder or 
dust utterly valueless. 

A clirfker containing lime in excess is of very 
dark color and very difficult to grind; the re- 
sulting cement has a rough, gritty feeling, and 
must be allowed to remain in the house until 
the uncombined lime has become hydrated. 
Good clinker possesses a bronze greenish ap- 
pearance. 

The crusher mentioned is an ordinary Blake's 
crusher; the clinker when passed through it is 
broken to one-inch size and deposited in a re- 
cess, from which it is elevated to a large hop- 
per placed over two pairs of stones; it is grad- 
ually passed through the latter to be again ele- 
vated and deposited into a shute containing a 
worm that conducts the ground cement toa 
screen varying in fineness from 2,500 to 3,600 
holes to the square inch. Particles that have 
not be ground sufficiently to pass through the 
screen, are by a suitable appliance caused to 
pass through a small pair of stones situated 
near the screen, where it is rendered sufficient- 
ly fine to pase into the stere,

Mr. Sauter, however, 
stoutly advocated our using these pans, which he thought were an improvement on the 
old style. Through his solicitation, as our boiler, and after he had gone before a Notary 
Public and made the Affidavit, a copy of which we have hereto appended and marked 
Exhibit B, we authorized him to have some of the pans made, which he did, at a cost to. 
us of $115. After a very brief trial, however, it was demonstrated to our satisfaction that 
there was no economy in using them, on account of the lar ge amount of uncrystallized su- 
gar which remained between the two pans. After we had ‘abandoned the use of them the 
Messrs. Dryden & Palmer filed a Bill in Equity against us to enjoin our further use of this 
alleged patented article. As we had already decided that the pans were worthless to us, 
except for old iron, and that we could make better goods without them, we instructed our 
Counsel that the Messrs. Dryden & Palmer could have them if they wanted them, provid- 
ed that we would not be put to any expense on account of the suit. After having an Op- 
portunity for reading Mr. Sauter’s Affidavit, Messrs. Dryden & Palmer were very glad to 
compromise the case by paying all the costs as per Exhibits C and D. And yet these 
people had the effrontery to say in the Western Druggist, April 18, that WE paid the 
costs.

Buying has been almbst ehtirely | 
upon asmiill jobbing scale; The ba&kwardness , 
of the spring season is given by most dealers 
as the chief cause for the dullness of trade and 
the hope is generally expressed that the com- | 
ing month will witness a considerable increase 
in the volume of business. The general 
tone of the market has not been materially 
atfected by the depression in business, since 
the date of our last writing, and may be still 
written steady, There have. however, been a 
number of changes in prices, of which the fol- 
lowing are the more important;

talked of the holders display a disposition to 
withdraw unless the buyer is willing to pay 
something more than the average market 
quotations, So far as large quantities are 
concerned it may therefore be said that the 
market has toned up considerably during the 
past few duys, This is attributed to the fact 
that those who have had opium rejected on 
Account of quality, either by the customs au- 
thorities or -by buyers, are anxious to get

Morphine was reduced by the manufactur- 
ers during the week to $225 in bulk, $230 in 
ounces, $2 5) for eights in 244 ounce boxes and 
$255 for eights in ounce boxes, The demand 
has been moderate. There is nothing offering 
below manufacturers’ prices, 

Quinine. 

The market for quinine has remained steady 
during the week, the effect of the last bark 
auction in London having strengthened the 
views of outside holders somewhat. Buyers, 
apparently, are satisfied that the bottom has 
been touched for the present, and have sent in 
orders more liberally than heretofore,but there 
have been no sales in excess of jobbing quan- 
tities. At the close the market was steady at 
34@35e, though if a large buyer had appeared 
he could probably have done better. The 
bark sale in London last Thursday went off at 
an advance of about 5@6%—the quantity sold 
embracing 2,000 bales of.

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Ergot is depressed and weak. The effort 
made to stimulate the foreign markets has 
not been successful and the feeling here is in 
consequence very despondent. New German 
is offered at 20@22c and new Spanish at 26c 
but without finding buyers. The depression 
here is said to have been precipitated by the 
fact that the advent of warm weather has 
warned some holders that they were carrying 
dangerous stock, and they are using their best 
efforts to dispose of it. 

Canabis indicais higher in London owing to 

searcity, and a better feeling prevails here 
though the market isstill somewhat unsettled, 
There has been a good deal of stock offering 
about the market of late, some of it of very 
inferior quality. Since we last wrote there 
have been sales of 50 bales prime at 74e, and 
more is obtainable at the same figure, though 
most holders have advanced their limit to 12c. 
"Phere is some stock on the market that can be 
bought as low as 5%c, but nobody scems to 
want it. 
SLycopodium is advancing on the other side, 
but the bear opperations here continue, and 
stock is still procurablo on the spot at 3644@38e 
asto brand and quantity, though these fig- 
ures are below the present cost of importa- 
tion, 

Nitrate of barium is firmer and attracting 
more attention, though it is still procurable at 
8@8lée for powdered. 

Nitrate of strontia is advancing on the other 
side, and this fact, in addition to the increas- 
ing demand and reduced supplies, has impart- 
edatirmer feeling here. Sales, however, are 
still being made ina jobbing way at 10@10%e 
for powdered, 

Quicksilver has been unsettled during the 
past week, ‘and it is reported that sales could 
have been made in a large way at 50c, but at 
the close the market was firmer, owing to cable 
advices of an advance to £7 2s 6d in London, 
and nothing was offered here below 58sec the 
general quotation for jobbing lots being Ste. 

Salicine is still quoted at $303 25, but there 
is little selling. 

Tamarinds are firm, owing to great scarcity. 
Jobbing sales are making at $2 10@2 15, 

Balsams. 

Balsam copaiba is wanted only in a small 
jobbing way, and with increasing supplies the 
tone of the market is easy. The nominal quo- 
tations are 0@52%4ée for Central American, 54 
@siée for Para and Maranham, and 60@63ec 
for Angostura. Other. balsams are quict and 
without change. 

Berries. 

The market for cubeb berries retains the 
firm tone noted in our last, and better prices 
are being obtained. For XX, holders now 
want $175, and ask $150 forordinary. Sup- 
plies are very light. Juniper berries are 
plentiful and the feeling consequently is 
weak. Prime grades are readily obtainable at 
444c, while 3%4c will buy lower grades. It is 
intimated, however, that the depression is 
temporary, as the supplies from Leghorn are 
all in, and as really prime berries are very 
searce any improvement in the demand would 
cause anadyvance. At present the demand is 
moderate. 

Essential Oils. 

Special features are few inthis market, trad- 
ing being confined almost exclusively to sup- 
plying small jobbing wants, The improvement 
in anise oil continues, and most holders are 
quoting $1 60, though $1 55 will still buy. 
There ismore interest manifested in the arti- 
cle here, and this, together with a considerable 
speculative movement in Londou, small sup- 
plies and high prices in China,is the cause of 
the improvement, Since we last wrote there 
have been sales of about 60 cases, mostly to 
arrive, believed to be at 31500155. Cassia oil 
is ueglected and is easy at 724q75e. Cubeb 
oil has advanced to $13 in sympathy with the 
rise in the price of berries. Clove oil is tend- 
ing downward owing to the lower prices 
ruling for the spice. Peppermint is firmer 
and tending upward. In other oils we find 
nothing worthy of special mention, 

Flowers. 

Trade in general is quiet and confined 
chiefly to supplying small jobbing wants. 
Chamomiles are tending upward, and at pres- 
ent are very tirm. On account of the wet 








weather prevailing in the growing districts it 
is stated that the new crop of German will 
not reach us until two or four weeks later 
than usual, and probably will not be of as 
handsome appearance as the average. The 
stock of old in this market is very much re- 
duced and the expectation is that 
the growing demand will exhaust it 
before the new crop arrives. Al- 
ready it is bringing better prices 22@24c hav- 
ing been paid for several small lots during 
the week. The spot supply of Roman is also 
very small and as the crop of this variety is 
collected at a still later date than the German 
itis feared that the stock will not hold out 
until fresh supplies are available. Present

Cums. 

Business has been restricted almost entirely 
to jobbing proportions in this department 
during the past week, and we have little of in- 
terest to present. Assafcetida is tirm, but there 
have been no further important transac- 
tions. Chicle is still attracting attention 
but only in jobbing way. Gamboge has sold 
at 55c for free pipe. Camphor is in increasing 
demand at the manufacturers prices. Aloes 
are again quict, but remain steady. Advices 
from the other side rewarding senegal indicate 
a further advance, and though there has been 
no further change here the feeiing is very 
firm. 

Roots. 

There is little doing jn this department out- 
side of the usual jobbing demand to supply 
eurrent requirements, The general tone is 
one of steadiness, Golden seal root is weaker 
owing to arrivals of “spring dug” stock, which 
ure offered at 40¢ without finding buyers. Old 
crop is quoted at to@6se, but there is 
very little obtainable. Ipecac is procurable 
at $1 70175 for whole and $1 77@1 8) for pow- 
dered but is very quiet, Rhubarb is in good 
jobbing demand at the former range. Bella 
donna root is scarce and higher being now held 
at 13e. Other roots are without quotable 
change. 

Seeds. 

Italian anise is in moderate request but the 
feeling is firm as stocks are low and no addi- 
tions are expected before the fall. We quote 
%¢ for old and 1l0%ec for new sifted, Canary 
seed is dull and neglected. Caraway is also 
depressed and easy at 6@6'4c. 

Spices. 

There is a verv light movement in this mar- 
ket, the only inquiry being from small deal- 
ers. There are very few changes in the list, 
the general tone of the market being steady, 

Shellac. 

The shellac market has been very quiet dur- 
ing the past week, buyers appearing only when 
they were in actual need of snpplies. How- 
ever, cables from London have been strong- 
er, and this has infused more confidence 
among holders, without, however,  lead- 
ing to any quotable’ increase in val- 
ues, The jobbing quotations are 19@1946c, 
for D. C 1446 Loe for the second orange grades 
and We for garnet. Good natives are said to 
be scarce and are held at 12@124c the consid- 
erable offerings at lower prices having been 
taken up.

The Methylation of Spirits, 


We learn from Kuhlow’s Review that the new 
method of methylating spirits bas proved 
highly successful in Germany. The addition 
of so-called antipyridin essence obviates the 
bad smell, without destroying the evil taste. 
An increase in the application of methylated 
spirits may shortly be expected, now that the 
former mixing proportions have been altered 
from 2 parts of wood spirit and | part of pyri- 
din bases, of which 3 liters had to be mixed 
with 100 liters of 100¢ spirit, to 4 parts of wood 
spirit and 1 part of pyridin bases, of which 24% 
liters must be mixed with every 100 liters of 
spirit. Spirit methylated according to the new 
regulations has not arrived in any great quan- 
tity on the market, for at the time of the in- 
troduction of the new apirit act, far larger 
quantities of spirit were methylated than were 
really required. Considerable quantities of 
bad, ill smelling spirit containing an overpro- 
portion of fusil oil were then methylated in 
order to avoid paying the high after-tax upon 
such inferior goods, The bad characteristic, 
of this spirit are frequently, though wrongly 
attributed to the substances employed in the 
methylation.

Chloroform as an Antiseptic, 


The preservative influence of chloroform | 
upo.r solutions or liquids of an organic na- 
ture, with a tendency to decomposition, has 
long been known to the pharmacist. Prof. 
Salkowski has been carrying on a series of ex- 
periments with a saturated aqueous solution 
of the preservative named, which showed that 
all fermentations dependent on the presence 
of micro-organisms, from the vinous to the 
lactic, can be prevented by the addition of 
chloroform water; while the action of soluble 
ferments like pepsin, ptyalin, diastase, ete., 
are unaffected. Milk shaken up with a little 
chloroform, and kept ina closed vessel, sepa- 
rated after some months into a clear albumin- 
ous fluid, casein and fat; cane or grape sugar 
was inverted in 2% hours, the soluble inverting 
ferment being, as above stated, unaffected by 
the agent. Meat in small pieces was preserved 
without essential alteration, save what was 
due to oxidation, and putrid meat infusions 
were rendered sterile ina few hours, and the 
same action was exerted on the anthrax (ex- 
cept in the apore stage) and on the comina ba- 
cilli,— Berl. Klin. Wochen,

Although certain artificial coloring mat- 
ters produce even. faster colors than 
preparations from archil, the latter 
are atill frequently used in wool dye- 
ing for the production of brown and 
other dark colors, as well as for saddening red 
or green shades, chiefly, perhaps, because they 
dye wool evenly, not only in an acid, but also 
ina neutral bath. The price of such prepara- 
tions being, however, relatively bigher than 
that of most of the coal tar colors of similar 
shades, tney are adulterated not only with 
coal tar colors, but also with extract of log- 
wood, redwoods, &c. Several methods for the 
detection of such adulteration have, at var- 
ious times, been proposed. But, as most of 
them lead to inaccurate, or at least doubtful, 
results, and since of the aduleration with coal 
tar colors only the derivatives of rosaniline 
have been taken into consideration, it became 
desirable to enlarge the sparse literature on 
the subject with a description of new re- 
searches, especially because, within the last 
ten years, there has been discovered a whole 
series of azo dyes, from crimson to claret red, 
aome of them furnishing shades so similar to 
that of orcein that they are brought into the 
trade at once under the names of archil-ex- 
tract, archil-red, orsellin, &e. These coloring 
matters being, besidés, very much cheaper 
than magenta, cerise, &c.. an adulteration of 
archil preparations with them is not excluded, 

Although it may not be possible for the 
analyst, in all cases, to establish the species of 
coal tar color employed in the adulteratien, 
he will now at least be able to state whethor 
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An adulteration of archil coloring matters 





very casily by a dye trial on mordanted cot- 
ton. Cotton yarn or cloth mordanted with 
iron or alumina salta answers the surpose 
best. The cotton stuff is dyed for half an 
hour in the hot solution of the suspected sam- 
ple, which before has been boiled and suitably 
diluted; itisthen washed in a warm solution 
ofsoap. Pure archil or cudbear produces 
scarcely any color on mordanted cotton (an 
extremely faint pink only), while a sample 
containing an extract of logwood or redwood 
dyes the cottom readily, extract of logwood 
dyeing cotton mordanted with fron salte, 
bluish-grey or black; if mordanted with 
alumina salts, bluish-violet. By the redwood, 
cotton mordanted with iron salta is dyed a 
blackish-brown; if mordanted with alumina 
salts, red, 

By dyeing experiments of this kind it is pos- 
sible to detect one-tenth per cent., and even 


less, of the mentioned extracts of coloring 
matter inarchil or cudbear, and even their

Carbonated soda ash, 48%, of Liverpool make 
oecupies about the same position as at the 
date of last writing. Buyers come into the 
market only when they are in actual need of 
supplies, and their aggregate purchases are 
comparatively small. As there isa very small 
stock on the spot, holders demand 1 30@1 35e 
for the lots moving from store, according to 
quantity, but in a large way to arrive or for 
shipment 1 25@1 26!4e would be accepted, and 
probably a shade less on some brands. There 
is nothing doing in high test beyond an occa- 
sional small jobbing sale, and the quotations

Newcastle soda ash is hardly quotable for 
future delivery owing to the fact that few 
shipments can be made in consequence of the 
scarcity ef vessels. The nominal price for lots 
to arrive is125c. On the spot there is a little 
offering from store for which the holders 
would accept 1 25c in a large way, and 1 35e for 
small jobbing quantities. There is some in- 
quiry, but the small stock and comparatively 
high prices restrict business to small jobbing 
limits. There is no demand for high test, so 
faras we can learn, and prices are wholly nom- 
inal. 

Caustic soda ash 48% is extremely scarce on the 
spot, and the feeling among holders is conse- 
quently very firm. Ina jobbing way sales are 
making from store at | 30@1 35c, as to quantity 
and seller.

A writerin a foreign exchange says that 


some months since Bermondsey was very 


much excited upon hearing that a German 
chemist had discovered that tannin could be 


prepared from coal, Great ignorance of the 


past was shown in ignoring the fact that one 
of our countrymen had made and published 
this discovery in 1805. In proof of this, and to 
give honor where it is justly due, we propose 
to reproduce hisexperiments “On an Artificial 
Substance which Possesses the Principal Char- 
acteristic Properties of Tannin,” by Charles 
Hatchett, Esq., April 25, 1805, 

The discovery of the principle on which the 
effects of tannia essentially depend may be 
attributed to Mr. Drycux, who obtained a sub- 
stance from galls which he considered as a 
piece of resin, but which was afterward 
broved by M, Seguin to be that which renders 
the skins of animals insoluble in water and 
imputrescible, and thus to be the principle by 
which they were converted into leather, 

The chief characteristic property of this 
substance was ascertained by M, Seguin to be 
precipitating gelatine or glue from water in 
the state of insolubility, and as it was evi- 
dently different from and vegetable substance 
hitherto discovered he gaye it the name of 
tannin,

teristic properties of tannin, may be found by 
very simple means, not only from vegetable, 
but even from mineral and animal substances, 

Having by means of nitric acid obtained 
solutions from asphaltum, from jet, and from 
several pit coals, and from charcoal, I evapor« 
ated them to dryness in separate vessels, taking 
care in the latter part of the process to evap- 
orate very gradually, so as to completely expel 
the remainder of the acid without burning 
the residuum; this in every case proved to be 
a brown glossy substance which exhibited a 
resinous fracture. Glue or isinglass was im- 
mediately precipitated by these solutions 
from water, and the precipitates were more or 
less brown, according to the strength of the 
solution, The precipitates were also insoluble 
in cold and in boiling water, so that in their 
essential properties they proved similar to 
those formed by the varieties of tannin hith- 
erto known.
